DR. COONS RESIGNS 


Methodist Clergyman to Become 
I ’resident of College In Iowa 


Rev. Dr. James E. Coons, pastor of 
the Newton Centre Methodist Church, 
for the past year, has resigned to ac- 
cept the presidency of Iowa Wesleyan 
College at Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. 

Rev. Coons is instructor and lec- 
turer at the School of Theology of 
Boston University, and is known 
throughout New England. He is con 
sidered one of the outstanding plat 
form speakers of the New England 
Conference. 

He will assume his duties at Iowa 
Wesleyan on or about Dec. 1. 

Dr. Coons is the 64th living Boston 
University alumnus to head a college: 
of these 41 are still active college or 
university presidents. 

Dr. Coons holds the degrees of B.A. 

M. A., S T B. and DD. 

Mr. Coons was l>orn in Hainesville, 
Out., in 1877. and came to this coun- 
try at an early age. He received his 
education at Folks Institute, Herki- 
mer, N. Y.: Ohio Wesleyan. Boston 
University and Harvard University, 
being graduated from the School of 
Theology of Boston University in 
1908. 

He began preaching in the North 
Ohio Conference in I9u2. and came 
under the New England Conference 
in 1908. Since that time he has been 
prominent in New England Method- 
ism. His first pastorate was at the 
East Saugus Methodist Church. From 
there he went to First Church of Wal- 
tham and then to the Baker Memorial 
Church, Dorchester, where he gained 
recognition for his executive abilities. 

In 1921 Dr. Coons was made super- 
intendent of the Methodist Churches 
in the Lynn District, and served in 
that capacity until October. 1926, 
when he became pastor of the Newton 
Center Church. Since 1924 he has 
been at Boston University. 

Dr. Coons was a delegate to the 
General Conferences of Methodism a* 
Des Moines and Springfield in 1924. 
As a district superintendent he was a 
general favorite, and the 60 churches 
under his supervision gained in mem- 
bership and widened their fields of 
service. 

In 1899 Dr. Coons was married to 
Miss Mabel Ida McIntosh in Ohio City. 

N. Y. She is also a graduate of Ohio 
Wesleyan, as is their son, John War- 
ren Coons, now finishing his educa- 
tion at Boston University. The couple 
celebrated their silver wedding anni- 
versary in 1924.

West Newton to Have New Building 
On Wiilflmnt Street 

Tin* West Newton postoffiee, which 
for 38 years lias been located in the 
Nickerson Block at 1353 Washington 
streef, will move within a few months 
:o new quarters at 527 Waltham 
dreet. just around the corner from 
Washington street, and behind the 
new building being erected by the 
Xenmore Realty Company, which will 
tlso own the building where the post- 
office will lie located. The present 
quarters of the West Newton post- 
office contain about 1700 square feet 
it floor space. The new quarters will 
contain 2500 square feet. 

Charles H. Stacy, who was the last 
postmaster of the West Newton post- 
lftico. before it was consolidated with 
lie Newton Centre postoffice, when 
free delivery of mail was instituted 
n the different villages of Newton 
vas also the local agent at West New- 
on for the Boston papers, and the 
tore at 1353 Washington street was 
occupied in part by the postoffiee and 
n part by Mr. Stacy for flu* conduct 
>f his bundle s. When t he West New- 
ton postoffiee oecame a branch of the 
Newton Centre postoffiee. Mr. Stacy 
vas appointed Superintendent of it 
ind hp was permitted to continue tin* 
unduct of his newspaper business in 
conjunction with it. Miss Mary E. 
Reardon, who had been assistant to 
tr. Stacy in the postoffiee continued 
as clerk when West Newton became 
i branch and is still employed in the 
iflice there. She entered the service 

'1887. 

When tree delivery was established 
at West Newton in 1897. four letter 
carriers were appointed: Charles E. 
Kimball, Winfield Scott, George Clark 
and Henry Meekins were the first 
postmen to serve at West Newton. 
Mr. Kimball and Mr. Meekins are still 
bringing mail to the people of West 
Newton. Mr. Clark resigned arter 
serving a few months. Mr. Scott died 
about twenty years ago. 

When Mr. Stacy retired from the 
■postal service in 1920 after having 
served for 5 » years, he was succeed- 
ed by Charles P. CunnifT who entered 
lie West Newton postoffiee us a clerk 
in 1899. Mr. Cunniff still is in charge 
of the office. There are five clerks and 
13 carriers employed in the office. 


CITY’S FINANCES DISCUSSED 


Comptroller White Explains the Much Abused “Supply 
Account” and Its Usual Deficit 


POLICE TO TAKE EXAMS FOR 
PROMOTION 


The death of Lieut. Edward Des- 
fond lias necessitated the calling of 
examination for the positions of ser- 
geants and lieutenants in the Newton 
Police Department. The examination 
for lieutenant will be open to the ser- 
geants of the department, eight in 
number, including Sergs. Bannon. 
Leehan, Mahoney, Meehan. Moan. Mor- 
an. Seaver and Veduccio. The exam- 
ination for sergeant may be taken by 
patrolmen who have served on the 
force five or more years. Over twen- 
ty patrolmen have already made ap- 
plications to take this examination. 
The names of those who pass the 
examinations successfully will remain 
on the eligible lists for two years. 
The examinations will be held on 
November 15. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on October 24th. Alderman 
Baker of Ward 3 called attention to 
certain matters concerning the 
finances of the city after Chairman 
Collins of the Finance Committee had 
explained about the amounts expend- 
ed on new schools during the past 
year, and how the authorization of a 
bond issue of $150,000 to meet the 
cost of the new school at Newton Low- 
er Falls would almost wipe out the 
borrowing capacity of Newton until 
the first of next year. 

Mr. Raker remarked that if the 
p]mergency and Deficiency account 
and the Water account of this city 
were properly handled, Newton would 
find its borrowing capacity considera- 
bly less than it is even supposed to 
be. He commented "that with the 
city facing a very expensive school 
building program for years to come, 
with the imperative need for a new 
fire alarm signal system and a new 
fire station at Newton Corner, he is 
puzzled to know what will happen to 
the proposal to build a new city hall 
within the next few years.” He added. 
“I think the building of the proposed 
n<nv City Hall will have to be put 
further into the future. If all these 
proposed measures are carried out as 
needed, the tax-rate must be in- 
creased.” 

As a result of Mr Baker's comment 
regarding the proper handling of the 
Excess and Deficiency and the Supply 
Accounts. Comptroller of Accounts, 
Daniel White, prepared a statement 
which was given to each alderman at 
the last meeting of the board. This 
statement read: 

Supplies Account — 1921 
$42,565.14 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on October 24th, the state- 
ment that the above supplies account 
should be charged to Excess and De- 
ficiency Account to make a right “E 
& D" Account balance would require 
the following procedure: 

1. Inventory of the Departments ap- 
proved by His Honor the Mayor 
that on a given date the Sup- 
plies Account had no value in 
the storerooms of the Street and 
Water Departments. 

2. Recommendation of His Honor 
the Mayor for an appropriation 
from Excess and Deficiency to 
cancel Deficit in Supplies Ac- 
count — 1921. 

3. Vote of City Government of Ap- 
propriation of $42,565.14 for said 
Deficit Supplies Account. 

When Mr. White took the office of 
Comptroller in 1921 he called atten- 
tion to the fact that the practice 
which had been used by the Forestry. 
Street and Water Departments of pur- 
chasing supplies without specific au- 
thority from the Aldermen, and then 
turning in vouchers as these supplies 
were withdrawn, the supplies then to 
be charged against the department us- 
ing the supplies, was not legal. A 


Supply Account was then established 
and set at $100,000 as this was the 
amount of supplies the various depart- 
ments stated they had in stock. Sub- 
sequent withdrawals reduced the 
amount of supplies supposedly on 
hand from 1921 until the present to 
about $40,000, but as a matter of fact 
there are not $40,000 worth of supplies 
In stock. Either because the depart- 
ments overestimated the amounts of 
supplies in stock in 1921. or because 
withdrawals were made without 
vouchers having been turned in, this 
amount of supplies which the city 
owns "on paper" does not exist. Comp- 
troller White’s suggestion to remedy 
this inaccuracy in the city's finances 
followed Alderman Baker’s reference 
to this situation.

His book, 
“Dreams.” published by the President 
and Fellows of Harvard College, is 
one of the moist authoritative ami in- 
teresting treatises which has been 
written in our day. When a club has 
speakers, of the interest of Dr. Stiles, 
it is no wonder that it is growing in 
numbers and popularity. 

On the same program will be An- 
tonio Tedesco, who has made such a 
hit with his accordion playing every- 
where he has appeared. 

Among the coming activities of the 
Central Club is a series of social 
events to be given at the Newton 
Club. The first will be held on No- 
vember 19. Members of the Central 
Club and their wives and friends are 
being invited and the entertainment 
will take the form of a short musicale 
with dancing to follow.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS

EVERETT'S FORFEITS 


Three of the seven high school foot 
ball teams over which the Everett 
high school team was victor with lt^ 
captain and fullback. Angelo 1)1 Mott, 
in the game have refused to accept 
the forfeit of these games which 
followed the discovery that DIMott 
was over age. Deering High of Port- 
land, Maine, which was defeated by 
the Gildea outfit, 44 to 0, in an early 
season game was the first to decline 
to accept the forfeit on the grounds 
that it would have made no difference 
in the outcome of the game had the 
Everett leader been out. Tuesday 
afternoon the Everett authorities re- 
ceived a letter from Worcester high 
school of Commerce, which team was 
defeated by a 21 to 0 score stating 
that the game was fairly won by Ev- 
rett. On Wednesday morning Everett 
received a letter from Rindge Tech- 
nical school, a member of the Subur- 
ban league, also stating that Everett 
(winners by a 25 to 0 score) won 
fairly and would like to have the 
game stand as won by Everett if such 
s within their power according to 
the rules of the Suburban league. 

The question of eligibility is oiip 
of the strictest of the league rules, 
whether or not the situation is with- 
in or beyond the control of the indiv 
idual school authorities. In the Di- 
Mott case it is apparent that the Ev- 
erett officials were entirely free from 
blame and that they acted the part of 
true sportsmen In investigating the 
matter and in forfeiting the games 
won. Despite the Rindge letter and 
the fact that two other teams wish to 
decline to accept the forfeit It is prob- 
able that Everett’s three vicories over 
league teams. Rindge, Newton and 
Brookline, will be entered on the de- 
feat side of the record. All of the 
three teams that desire to reject the 
forfeit were defeated by large scores. 
There isn’t much question that Di 
Mott’s presence in the Newton games 
was somewhat of a factor in the vis- 
itors’ play.

SHOULD BE FEATURE 


EBELHARE WINS PENTATHLON 

Edward Ehelhare was the winner 
of the annual fall pentathlon of the 
Newton high school outdoor track 
team which was held last week. The 
contestants were divided Into two 
groups one of which was composed of 
seniors and juniors and the other of 
sophomores and freshmen. Ebelhare, 
who is a senior and who won several 
points for last year’s track team, was 
closely pressed by Hamilton Roll- 
myer. Robert Kinraide, Malcolm Reid, 
who is captain of the indoor track 
team, and James McCrudden, captain 
of outdoor track finished in third, 
fouith and fifth places respectively in 
the first group. The events in this 
group were the high jump, broad 
jump, shot put, 220-yd. dash and 880- 
yd. run. A new system of point scor- 
ing was used in the senior-junior di- 
vision. A standard was set giving a 
score of 1000 points. For every fifth 
of a second in the running events and 
for every inch in the field events be- 
low the standard a certain number ot 
points was deducted. None of the 
standards were reached although Ebel- 
hare cleared 5 feet 9 inches in the 
high jump which was but one inch 
below the 1000 point rating. 

Ebelhare scored a total of 3297.9 
./points. He won firsts in the high 
jump and shotput, third in the broad 
jump and picked up the remainder of 
his total in the other events. Roll 
myer tallied 3385.7 points with firsts 
in the 220-yd. dash and 880-yd. run. 
Rinraide scored 2321.3; Reid 2153.1; 
and McCrudden 1756.8. McCrudden, 
who is one of the best half-milers tn 
schoolboy circles strained a muscle 
while jumping and was unable to do 
his best the next day when the 880 
was run off. The outlook for both 
indoor and outdoor track teams is 
very promising as many prospects 
were uncovered. In the 220-yd. dash 
Gibbs and Bonner, who are both 
juniors appear to be good men. 

In the sophomore-freshmen group 
but three events were held and points 
scored on a place basis with the low- 
est number of points scored determin- 
ing the winner. Hennessey had things 
all his own way by cleaning up firsts 
in all three events. Briggs was sec- 
ond and Smith third. 

In each group medals will be given 
to the first three place winners ill 
each event.

He can 
size up the opposition’s offense nicely 
and thus gets in on nearly every play. 
He Is right there on fumbles and on 
blocking punts as records of previous 
gnmes show. The Lawrence centre, 
Tremblay, is a large boy and a fine 
shotputter. He lias scored many 
points for the Mill city track team in 
recent years through Ills size and 
strength. It is quite possible that the 
one who shows best tomorrow will be 
the all-interscholastic choice and it 
looks very much as though the New- 
ton lad had the All-suburban league 
centre position cinched.

NEWTON CHORAL SOCIETY CITY OF NEWTON 


Washington, November 2 — It Is only 
natural that on the eve of a presiden 
tial campaign that political groups 
should propose another orgy of con 
gressional investigation. There is a 
possibility that the demand for in 
quiries into the Executive Branch of 
the government may be a boomerang 
resulting in similar investigations in 
to the activities of legislators. The con 
gressional investigators put them- 
selves in the spotlight as conscien- 
tious guardians of the people’s rights, 
but quickly run for cover whenever 
•is proposed to subject their affairs 
to similar scrutiny. 

It is chronic with Congress to com- 
plain of high-handed methods of gov 
ernmental departments, but overlook 
ing their own transgressions. The 
contention is advanced that perhaps 
the most glaring instance of bungling 
politics is afforded in the relations ot 
congressmen with the Veterans Bur 
eau. Watching little episodes, one 
canno>t escape the conclusion that in 
their selfish quest for political credit 
some congressmen are paving the way 
for tragedy. Washington observers 
know that the Veterans Bureau, one 
of the newest of Federal agencies, is 
subjected to more pressure from legis- 
lative quarters than any other agency. 

It is said that Veterans Bureau of- 
ficials are becoming greatly discour- 
aged from the travesty of administra- 
tion when dealing with the Congres- 
sional cases. The claim is made that 
officials of the Bureau, inspired by 
pressure from Members of Congress, 
are constantly forced to “reconsider ’ 
adverse decisions for applications for 
insurance, etc. In instances where 
government physicians have agreed 
that the applicant's physical disabili- 
ties were such that he could not be 
insured even on a policy more liberal 
than private insurance companies, leg- 
islators have insisted that the doctor's 
decision should be overruled and the 
claim allowed. 

If that were the end of the matter 
the agitation against such practice 
would not be so pronounced. How- 
ever, the tragic feature comes when 
the insured passes away and the wid- 
ow aud orphans file their claim for 
compensation. Here another branch 
of the government, the all-powerful 
Comptroller General of the United 
States, an independent officer, re- 
views the history of the case and in a 
surprising number of cases he has 
refused payment to the beneficiaries 
named in the insurance policy. The 
refusal is usually based on the ground 
that government officials had rejected 
the insured’s original application au:l 
therefore the government is not liab.c 
The unfortunate feature is that the 
congressman adopting these strong- 
arm tactics in his bid for community 
praise usually receives the approba- 
tion of the insured’s family borore 
they realize the difficulties that follow 
in the way of collecting. Everyone 
in close touch with government offi- 
cial life talks of these matters but 
tne practice is usually winked at until 
circumstances warrant a loud protest. 

The recommendations of the spe- 
cial committee investigating the Mis- 
sissippi River flood will be made pub- 
lic within a few days. Secretary ot 
Commerce Hoover has stated that the 
enlargement of the dikes along the 
river and its tributaries is the best 
way to prevent another disaster when 
the waters of the river have reached 
dangerous heights. It is obvious Con- 
gress will be called upon for expen- 
ditures in excess of fifty million dol- 
lars as part of tlie government’s con- 
tribution to the protection of life and 
(property in the Mississippi Valiev 
The engineers and members of Mr. 
Hoover’s committee will appear b.*- 
fore the House Appropriations Com 
mittee in explanation of their recoin 
mendatlons wheu the Committee 
meets later this mouth. 

Those interested in farm relief leg- 
islation were surprised at the figures 
presented to the American Bankers 
Association Convention at Houston, 
Texas, last week. Mr. Silas H. Strawn 
of Chicago, President of the American 
Bar Association, giving as his autli 
orily Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 
dlne, declared that farmers are more 
^prosperous than ever and that agrl- 
culture has regained 94 per cent of 
its pre-war prosperity. The program 
of various factions interested in agri- 
culture bus not taken definite shape 
because of dissension had broken the 
ruuks of the so-called farm bloc. The 
controversy centers upon the pro- 
posed equalization fee.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

EXTENDS DRIVE 


The $1,500,000 building and equip- 
ment fund campaign for the Newton 
Hospital, which was to be ended ot- 
flclally October 31, has been extendi I 
for a few days In order to permit all 
members of the campaign organiza- 
tion to make a final clean-up of the 
prospect cards still In their hands 

The decision was reached at the 
Newton Hospital campaign report 
meeting which was held Friday, Octo- 
ber 28, at the Brae Burn Country Club 
New gifts reported at this meeting 
totalled $20,036 and brought the grand 
total for the campaign to date t» 
$1,228,324. This sum boing within 
striking distance of the million and 
a quarter mark, Leon B. Rogers, chal. 
man of the campaign fund, asked all 
members of the campaign organiza- 
tion to set $1,250,000 as their mini- 
mum goal for the next and Inst report 
meeting which is to be held Friday 
night, November 4. at 6:30 at the 
Brae Burn Country Club. 

In all departments of the campaign 
organization, the word hns been 
passed along to speed up the solicitn 
tion of gifts during the last days ot 
the campaign, which was started back 
in the spring of 1926. While members 
of the campaign organization were 
making plans for the final clean up, 
Charles E. Kelsey, president of the 
board of trustees of the Newton Hos- 
pital. was sending out a last-mlnutv 
radio plea for additional gifts that 
will assure the success of the under 
taking. A special appeal was also 
being mailed to hundreds of prospects 
whom the campaign workers have 
been unable to visit. 

If there was any let-down in the 
progress of the campaign it was not 
evident last Friday night in the splen- 
did spirit of the men and women who 
have worked heroically for the New- 
ton Hospital for more than a year and 
a half. In addition to several hundred 
dollars in miscellaneous gifts, follow- 
ing is the report of the campaign 
units at the October 28 meeting: New- 
tonville $425, West Newton $2,1S2, 
Auburndale $545, Highlands $8,093, 
Upper Falls $35. Waban $1,258, New 
ton Centre $6,070 and Chestnut Hill 
$710. 

Among the latest memorial gifts re- 
ported was one for $7,500 which will 
be used to endow a poor bed ward in 
the new hospital building. Another 
interesting subscription was one Tor 
$50 received from the Boston Letter 
Carriers Mutual Benefit Association 
through its secretary, Charles H. Nor- 
ton. The new gift doubles one that 
was made by the same association 
several months ago. 

In a letter to Leon B. Rogers, cam- 
paign chairman. Mr. Norton said: 
"The majority of the letter carriers 
who work in the several Newton Post 
Offices have been very eulogistic in 
their praise of the good work so they 
want to see the Newton Hospital 
building fully completed and equipped. 
This fact and the knowledge that Un- 
people of Newton have treated our 
men most graciously and generously 
far the past several years has caused 
the Boston Letter Carriers Associa- 
tion, of which the majority of you'- 
Newton letter carriers are members, 
to instruct me to add this $50 to ou;- 
previous donation of $50. 

A gift of $5,000 toward the endow- 
ment fund of the Newton Hospital was 
recently made by members of tho 
Charles Ward Post G. A. R. to endow 
in perpetuity a bed for G. A. R. vet 
erans and their families. The new 
gift increases the hospital's endow- 
ment to $504,835. It was explained 
by Charles E. Kelsey, president of tho 
board of trustees, that this gift does 
not count toward the $1,500,000 build- 
ing and equipment fund. 

Mr. Kelsey went on to explain that 
the free service of the Newton Hos 
Dital is in excess of fifty per cent, and 
that this service is made possible oniv 
through the income from endowment 
and from revenue derived from pri- 
vate rooms. He stated that in recenr 
vears the Newton Hospital has had 
an annual deficit of $30,000, which 
has been liquidated heretofore by pri- 
vate contributions. With the com 
pletion of the new hospital building 
through raising the campaign fund, 
the Newton Hospital will have a 200 - 
hed capacity and, according to Mr. 
Kelsey, will be practically seir-sup- 
porting.

Red 
Cross assistance is always available 
to needy service or ex-service men and 
to the families of such men. Tills as- 
sistance includes investigation and re- 
lief in illness, insurance, pension, re- 
habilitation claims, etc. 

Volunteer Service 

Every Branch of the Newton Chap- 
ter participated during the year in 
the production of Newton’s sewing 
and knitting quotas. Christmas bags 
were made and sent to soldiers and 
sailors in foreign service. Sweaters 
and pajamas were made and sent to 
the veterans in hospitals throughout 
the United States. Babies’ garments, 
layettes, and children's clothes were 
made and sent through the National 
Red Cross for insular and foreign 
relief. Second hand clothing was col- 
lected and dispatched to disaster loca- 
tions — such as the Mississippi River 
irea. , 

Without the ungrudging support of 
the people of Newton— who join the 
Red Cross during the Roll Call and 
who respond generously to special ap- 
peals for funds that, are made neces- 
ary from time to time by disasters 
of great magnitude, such as the Mis 
issippi Flood — the work of the New- 
ton Red Cross Chapter could not have 
been and could not he complete and 
satisfactory.

Since 1920 Newton has spent $3,166,- 
839.99 on new schools, in addition to 
Die $141,879 just aproprinted for the 
new school at Lower Falls. Of this 
amount $124,516.02 was for land, $2.- 
895.034.92 for buildings and $147,289.05 
for furnishings. To meet these costs 
ssues of bonds totalling $2,665,000 were 
authorized: of these bonds $2,015,000 
are still outstanding. The Angler 
School at Waban authorized in 1919 
and completed In 1921 cost $300,857.66 
and its furnishings cost $11,703.06. The 
land for the F. A. Day purchased in 
1921 cost $36,036.17. the school build- 
ing $324,247.44. The site for the new 
Underwood School cost $34,672.85, the 
school $304,286.43 and the furnishings 
$10,048.77. The Davis Sehool stnrted 
in 1922 cost $9,857 for the site. $210.- 
960.22 for the building and $9,061.92 
for the furnishings. The High School 
started in 1925 cost $935,198.53 and Its 
furnishings $10,551.10. In addition 
large amounts have been expended for 
grading the high school grounds. Tho 
Levi Warren Junior High nt West 
Newton cost $565,030.60. its site $32,- 
450. and Its furnishings $43,730. The 
John Ward School nt Chestnut TIill 
will cost $254,451.04, the land where 
It Is located cost $12,500. Its furnish- 
ings have not yet been purchased.

IN MEMORIAM 


Mr. Louis R. Henrich, whose death 
took place last Friday was born in 
Buffalo, N. Y., June 12, 1878, and was 
the youngest son of William and Anna 
M. Sohl Henrich. He graduated from 
M. I. T. in the architectural course in 
1901 and received his Master’s degree 
in 1902. 

Early in his career he designed the 
Lincoln Memorial Gettysburg Speech 
Monument accepted In competition by 
Elihu Root, then secretary of war. 
Soon after lie designed the Gov. Curtin 
Soldiers’ Memorial Monument at Bel- 
lefonte, Penn. 

As head designer for Coolidge and 
Curlson he was given credit largely 
for the success of Bales College Chap- 
el in Maine, Sandwich Library, Sand- 
wich, N. H.: Westfield Atheneum, New 
Wesley Church, Worcester, Mass., din- 
ing hall and one other building 
at the Martha Berry School in Georgia. 
The success nnd beauty of these build- 
ings proved the way for a whole 
group of new buildings for this school 
which was Mr. Henrich’s last job to 
make the first big scheme for these 
proposed buildings. 

lie also took an active part in the 
designing of Clatlin Hall and Tower 
Court, Wellesley. 

Mr. Henrich comes of a family of 
builders. His father was a builder 
and his three older brothers continued 
the business in Buffalo, N. Y. Also 
one older brother an architect in that 
ity. 

Mr. Henrich was one of the out- 
standing men of Newton who could 
always be depended upon to help 
shape pnhlic opinion in the right di- 
rection. He was pre-eminently a 
Christian man in his fine idealism and 
consistent character. He had his own 
decided and independent convictions 
concerning community and the larger 
public Interests, and his convictions 
were respected by all high-minded citi- 
zens. Ills influence was wholly in the 
right direction. His good life was a 
moral and spiritual asset to the com- 
munity in which he lived and to his 
wide circle of friends who knew him 
best and loved him. 

He had an important work to do in 
the world, and he did it well. The 
creation of his artistic genius, in me- 
morials and in beautiful edifices, do 
honor to his name and to his home 
city. His early death, coming in the 
early prime of his life, when his best 
accomplishments were still to be 
achieved, marks for us all a loss 
which is most keenly felt. 

Mr. Henrich pnssed away after an 
illness of eight months, leaving a wid- 
dow, three sons and three daughters. 

At the funeral services, Rev. Dr. 
Edward P. Drew, a former pastor of 
the Auburndale Church, officiated, as- 
sisted by the present pastor, Rev. Dr. 
G. E. Clark.

Most players, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, seem to favor the no-trump over 
the suit bid and in many ways their 
indir.ation is sound. The no-trump bid 
is easier to play and requires one less 
trick for game than a major suit bid. 
On the other hand, the no-trump bid is 
full of pitfalls which must be avoided 
at all times if a plaver wants the best 
results. The writer has frequently em- 
phasized the danger of a no-trump bid 
when the hand contains a singleton or 
void suit or any other unbalanced dis- 
tribution suvh as a six or more card suit 
or two five-card suit.- I ix>k out lor 
trouble with this type of hand and 
favor the suit bids if possible. 

There is another type of hand that 
should not be played at no-trump if in 
any way avoidable. Suppose the dealer 
bids one diamond and you have a good 
all around hand but only one stopper 
in the diamond suit. With this hand 
most players would bid one no-trump 
but it is rarely the proper thing to do. 
A double stopper in the suit bid is al- 
most a necessity if you want to be sure 
of game and game should be the ob- 
jective of all sound bids. For example: 

Hearts — 8, 6 

Clubs — A, K, 3 : Y 

Diamonds — A, 9, 6. 7 : A B : 

Spades — A. 10. 8. 3 : Z 


No score, rubber game. If Z dealt and 
bid one diamond, what should A bid? 
A should not bid on«j no-trump for he 
only has a single stopper in the dia- 
mond suit. At no-trump, A’s opponents 
will prolubly nuke four diamond tricks 
so that if they can take one more trick 
the\ will save game. A’s best plan is to 
make an infortnatory double in the 
hope that his partner can bid the spade 
•uit 1 1 his partner bids one heart, A 
should then bid one no-trump and take 
his chances. He should try* to get a 
•jwde bid from B and, if unsuccessful, 
he must take the chance of going game 
in no-trump. B’s hand was as follows: 

Hearts — A, 5. 4, 2 
Clubs — Q, 8. 7. 5 


Diamonds — 6 
Spades — Q, 9, 7, 2 
At spades, A-B could score four odd, 
losing only one spade and two heart 
tricks. At no-trump, A could score only 
two odd, losing four diamond and one 
spade tricks. This hand is an excellent 
example of first trying to obtain a 
major suit bid before taking a chance 
with no-trump. Be on the alert for such 
hands.

Z should play the six of clubs on the 
theory* that A must !>e void of clubs for 
two reasons: first, if he had one or 
more clubs, he would try to lead the 
suit from his hand; second, the dummy 
hand is div ided into three suits, 0-4-3 
and Z should figure that the club suit is 
di\ ided in the same ratio, that is, six in 
B’s hand, three in his own, none in A’s 
and four in Y’s hand. This rule is jkirt 
of the so-called Law of Symmetry and 
illustrates how the distribution of the 
four suits in one hand, such as B’s in 
this example, will frequently be dupli- 
cated by the distribution of one of the 
suits, clubs in this example, among the 
four hands. If Z should play his queen 
of clubs in this hand, A U will score 
five spades for they can set up the i tub 
suit; but if Z plays the six of clubs, A-B 
will be unable to nuke their contract. 
It is an interesting hand and a fine 
example of the application of the Law 
of Symmetry.

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

Newton enjoys the reputation of be- 
ing a very attractive community, 
physically, socially, financially and 
politically. Yet if the majority of the 
residents of this city took as little 
Interest in its affairs as do some thou- 
sands of men and women in this mu- 
nicipality. Newton might be in a sorry 
state. Last year there were 16,117 
men nssessed for poll taxes In Newton. 
But 10,846 or these were registered as 
voters. Only 3,443 of them took the 
trouble to vote at the city election last 
year. There are at least as many 
women as men in Newton, hut only 
10,806 of the Indies are registered ns 
voters, and but 2,723 performed their ( 
civic duty and voted at the last city 
election. In 1925, when a Mayor was 
elected, ns well as 1 1 aldermen, only 
10,465 men and women voted In New- 
ton; about 50 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters. 

On the 13th day of next December 
the citizens of Newton will elect a 
Mayor and 14 aldermen. These men. 
together with the seven aldermen 
whose terms will not expire until next 
year, will govern the city during 1928. 
Including the cost of the Water De- 
partment, the expenses of running 
Newton in 1926 totalled $4,351,242.57. 
The budget for t li i s year's city ex- 
penses totalled $3,664,441. Since 
these huge sums are raised by taxes 
imposed on the residents and property 
owners of Newton, it would seem that 
everyone eligible and able to vote 
should do so. It is not a tribute to 
the intelligence of over one-third of 
the adult population of this city that 
it neglects to become qualified to as- 
sist in determining how the city shall 
be governed, and who shall govern It. 
The 10,000 and more persons in New- 
ton who should he registered voters, 
hut who are not. should do their duty 
to themselves, their city, Common- 
wealth, and country by getting regis- 
tered. And the 10,000 or more regis- 
tered voters in Newton who did not go 
to the polls at the last two municipal ! 
elections here, should go this year. It 1 
would he fatuous to expect that all ! 
these politically negligent citizens will j 
perform the civic duties they have j 
been indifferent to. It Is to he hoped ; 
that an appreciable number of them j 
will get registered and will participate J 
in the coming election. 

In anpther part of this paper Is an 
article about the West Newton post- 
office. One of the veteran carriers at 
Ibis office is J. Henry Meekins of Der- 
by street. Before entering the postal 
service, Mr. Meekins was employed 
for some years by the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad. In his younger days 
Henry was an enthusiastic drummer 
and wielded a “mean" drumstick. In 
the presidential campaign of 1896 Hen- 
ry was the leader of the drum corps 
of the Newton Torchlight Battalion. 
This battalion marched for the Repub- 
lican cause. Among other places it 
visited to participate in parades was 
Worcester. In going through one sec- 
tion of that city which was strongly 
Democratic, the Newton battalion was 
rather roughly treated. The boys 
marching obtained a first hand idea of 
the reception accorded the 6th Massa- 
chusetts regiment at Baltimore in 1861. 
Torches were snatched from the hands 
of the marchers ami what happened to 
the bass drum is sad to relate. But all 
the wallops were not received by the 
marchers. They handed out a con- 
siderable number themselves to their 
assailants. 

Lately we have been enjoying some 
sweet cider. Not the mistreated kind, 
embalmed with benzoate of soda, but 
naturally sweet cider a few days old 
which does not violate the Volstead 
Act. This elder caused us to think 
of some cider we drank several years 
ago down in Pendleton County, West 
Virginia. That cider was not sweet, 
although it was quite palatable. We 
drank it innocently enough. We 
quaffed two glasses of it. And then! 
We realized that cider made by an 
expert amU sufficiently aged had a 
kick that would make a Missouri mule 
seem like a toad. Pendleton County is 
in a mountainous region: it is located 
in tlie main range of the Alleghanles, 
its lowest point is 1250 feet above sea 
level. And those mountains about us 
were going up and down for about two 
hours. Several weeks ago we received 
a cony of a West Virginia paper from 
a friend there. It was n “booster edi- 
tion" extolling the virtues of Mineral 
»nd P ndletnn counties in that state, 
tn tliis paper Is an article praising 
Pendleton County. It was written by 
n prominent citizen of that place who 
treated us quite hospitably when we 
visited there. Although this gentle- 
man is of a kindly nature, lie Is some- 
what provincial in his views, as this 
paragraph of his article would seem 
to imply; — "The inhabitants (of 
Pendleton County) are of the purest 
Anglo-Saxon blood, there being but 
one person of alien birth in the coun- 
ty. It is the home of the orthodox 
Protestant religion and can boast of 
neither a Catholic nor a Jew. It is un- 
eontamimited by either railroads, 
aliens or Yankees; it is untouched 
by either greed, grnft or commercial- 
ism.” 

Before long our friend and others in 
Pendleton County will think more 
kindly of those he includes in the 
above list of undesirables. West Vir- 
ginia has been building some excellent 
i.it-' roads, in Juanuary of this year 
Hie National Forest Reservation Com- 
minion voted to take over 72.000 acres 
of land in the Seneca Rocks and 
Smoke Hole regions, two-thirds of 
which Is located in Pemlloton Coun- 
ty. This country has great scenic 
beauty, and ore long thousands of au- 
tomobile tourists will visit It annual- 
ly. Included among them will he 
many Yankees. And the good foks 
of Pendleton will learn that the 
"Yanks” are not "onery critters.” The 
bitterness engendered by the Civil War 
still lingers in some places south of 
the Mason and Dixon line. 

Thousands of persons have moved 
Into Newton during the past few years. 
Many of those persons have a some- 
what vague knowledge of our city. 
Tuesday afternoon as we walked down 
the steps of City Hull one new resi- 
dent of this burg wus going up the 


steps looking Tor the Tax Collector's 
office. As we passod him he asked 
another resident of this city, who had 
Just paid his taxes, "Is Waban a part, 
of Newton? I live there and I want 
to pay my taxes." ' 

A plain-clothes policeman should 
be detailed to patrol Waslngton street 
from Thornton street to Adams street 
nights. Would be male "vamps” who 
drive automobiles along t he curbs, or 
who park, are accosting and Insulting 
girls and women. Some of these false 
alarm sheiks should he nrrested and 
punished. 

There seems to he a difference of 
opinion among residents of Newton 
Centre over the removal of the large 
fountain at the corner of Beacon and 
Centre streets. While many favor the 
removal of this fountain, others are 
opposed to this action. The Newton 
Centre aldermen are anxious to lenrn 
the views of residents of that district 
on this matter.

Professor Batchelder showed how Italy 
had improved under the Dictatorship 
of Mussolini and how this has been 
brought about by the Dictator’s solv- 
ing of economic problems.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

Eliot Block is soon to he a memory. 
And the passing of this building 
brings back memories to many of 
Newton’s older residents. We were 
told years ago by a lady who partici- 
pated in one of the many amateur 
theatrical productions given in Eliot 
Hall, of nn embarrassing situation 
she experienced one night when she 
was the heroine in a romantic drama. 
She and the villain In the play were 
out in a rowboat on a lake. The vil- 
lain threw the heroine out of the boat. 
She was supposed to sink beneath the 
waves: but in falling out of the boat 
she landed on top of a soap box which 
was supporting one of the waves, and 
there she reposed, partly in, and part- 
ly out of the “water," in full view of 
the audience. The situation was 
saved by a resourceful member of the 
cast who crawled across the back of 
the stage (behind the lake) and 
pulled the heroine off her unwelcome 
perch. 

We have recollections of some of 
the big rallies held in Eliot Hall. 
People took politics more seriously in 
those days. It would take a person 
of unusual fame to draw much of an 
audience to a rally today. Especially 
dnce political speeches are broadcast 
over the radio. And, can you imagine 
citizens marching in torchlight 
parades. While it is true that most of 
the marchers in the parades held 
years ago were but mere boys, on the 
big occasions thousands of men of 
mature years would march. The 
youths of the 80s and 90s got a lot 
of fun when they paraded garbed as 
sailors, zouaves, Puritans or in any 
of the many costumes which were 
worn. Most of the paraders carried 
torches; kerosene torches that made 
the marchers quite sooty. Some of the 
outfits were equipped with flambeaux, 
which they flared upon given signals, 
to the delight of the small boys 
among the spectators. The marchers 
were regaled with hot coffee, cider, 
doughnuts and biscuits. Frequently 
the persons supplying the collation 
seemed to have obtained a “corner” 
on all the stale doughnuts and bis- 
cuits in the town. If the “armor 
plate” surface of some of those “eat- 
ables” was any criterion, they must 
have been at least a month old.

ALDERMEN MEET 


CENTRAL CLUB 


Woodland Golf Club Wants Gaso- 
meter for Garage 

The Woodland Golf Club petitioned 
the Board of Aldermen Monduy night 
for permission to alter the old gas- 
ometer at 1932 Washington street, op- 
posite the golf club grounds, into a 
12-car garage. Alderman Baker asked, 
In what zone is this gasometer lo- 
cated? Is It in a residential zone?" 
Chairman Hawkins of the License 
Committee replied that he did not 
know what zone the gasometer is in, 
and he had the matter referred back 
the committee. The land is in a 
residential zone, but the club desires 
the garage only for club members. 

$4000 For More Water 
The board voted to appropriate 
$1000 to increase the water supply of 
the city at the reservation in Need- 
ham. At the Dedham end of the water 
reservation near the hanks of the 
Charles River is a large natural am- 
phitheatre. With the $4000 appropri- 
ated, a dike will he erected at the 
open end of this natural basin, and 
several acres of reservoir created in 
which water will be impounded. The 
water thus stored will percolate 
through several hundreds of feet of 
sand and gravel before finding its way 
into the supply well of the Newton 
ater supply. It is believed that this 
storage of water will add materially 
to the supply during the dry season.

Proposed Posf Office < 'onsol bint Ion 
Detrimental to Newton 


For some time there have been 
rumors that the Newton postofflees 
are to be consolidated. Instead of the 
mail for each section of Newton be- 
ihg handled in the local postofflc<\ 
according to rumor, all the mail will 
be handled In a postofflee to be loca- 
ted at Newton Centre. Mail for all 
the letter carriers’ routes in this city 
will be sorted at this office. It wiP 
then be carried to the different vil- 
lages of the city where postofflees are 
now located, the carriers will repor* 
to these offices, and route their mail. 
Postofflees at Newton, Newtoffville, 
West Newton, Auburndale, Lower 
Falls, Waban, Upper Falls, Newto.i 
Highlands and Chestnut Hill, will, :f 
the rumor is true, became merely sort 
of sub-offices for the sale of stamps 
and the Issuing of money-orders. 

From an experience of seventeen 
years service in the Newton postof- 
fice, it is our opinion that such a 
change as this would be detrimental 
to the best interests of the people 
of Newton. Newton, in the past, has 
enjoyed the unusual advantages *of 
possessing a railroad station and a 
post office in each of its larger vil- 
lages. These two things have con- 
tributed largely to make this city 
Boston’s most desirable residential 
suburb. To take away from all but 
one of the villages of Newton the 
advantage of local handling of mail, 
which assures quicker handling of out- 
going mail, in most instances, and 
certainly assures more accurate sort- 
ing of mail for delivery, will be a 
decided step backwards in the postal 
facilities heretofore enjoyed by this 
city. Within a few months a change 
was made in the postal service in this 
city which is of doubtful advantage. 
Before this change was made, mail 
collected from the street boxes iu the 
city was taken to the Newton Corner 
postofflee to be sorted and despatched. 
Since the change went into effect, the 
Newton postofflee is closed at night; 
the mail deposited in the street boxes 
after the carriers make their afternoon 
collections, and the mail deposited at 
the postofflees in this city after the 
late afternoon, is carried into Boston 
to be sorted and despatched. This 
means, among other things, that let- 
ters mailed in Newton for delivery in 
Newton, are taken to Boston and then 
brought back again to Newton. Or- 
dinarily these letters may be deliv- 
ered as quickly as under the old meth- 
od. But. when the mails in the Boston 
office are heavy, certainly during fhe 
Christmas season, letters mailed in 
lh<s e**y for Ioji! Jol.v-ry wiiKtx are 
taken to Boston, will most assuredly 
be considerably delayed. It behooves 
the people of Newton, including the 
members of the city government, to 
ascertain if this rumor about the al- 
leged drastic change to he made in 
the postal service of this city is true.

BASKETBALL STARTS 

Monday afternoon in the high school 
gymnasium a number of candidates 
had their first practice in preparation 
for the coming basketball season 
which will mark the resumption of 
that sport in Newton high athletics 
after a lapse of a dozen or more years.

During the war the espionage sys- 
tem was at ItH height in the Capital 
City, hut at that time It was Justified 
and expected. The result was that 
men In responsible positions were cog- 
nizant of the risks of sociability and 
do not talk unwisely. It is believed 
that the oil scandal developments will 
make certain congressmen suspicious 
and cautious about accepting Invita- 
tions to gatherings. Haunted by the 
spectre of scandal the socially ambi- 
tious wives may find It difficult to per- 
suade their husbands to attend all af- 
fairs to which they are invited. 

Hearings on flood control legisla- 
tion started here this week. It is 
hoped that the suggestions of the vari- 
ous groups can be adopted in a gen- 
eral plan for the relief of the Missis- 
sippi areas. Questionnaires were sent 
out to the governors of 31 states re- 
questing data on flood conditions in 
their regions for the guidance of the 
flood control committee. There is a 
possibility that certain legislators will 
endeavor to tie-up power projects with 
flood relief. Even though it will im- 
peril the early passage of appropria- 
tion bills by Congress there are cru- 
saders in politics who stop at noth- 
ing. 

The battle of mimeographs has been 
renewed. Senator Borah of Idaho has 
resumed his dally conferences with* 
newspaper correspondents, which Is 
occasionally supplemented by a pre- 
pared statement. The Idaho Senator 
formerly confined his discussions to 
international affairs where he was rec- 
ognized as an authority, but now he 
has turned his attention to all sub- 
jects having a political trend. Mr. 
Borah Is the only high official in 
Washington who has himself inter- 
viewed every day. It is interesting to 
note that the President of the Uni- 
ted States holds only two conferences 
week with representatives of the 
press. 

There are others politically ambi- 
tious who have taken a tip from Mr. 
Borah In an effort to break into head- 
lines with each issue. When they find 
they cannot muster a corporal’s guard 
of news writers on these occasions 
they resort to tile prepared statement, 
which is mimeographed and sent out 
to every Washington correspondent. 
As indication of the growth of this 
wild scramble for publicity, a count 
was made last week and in one day 
ten legislators issued statements on 
subjects ranging from taxes to upris- 
ings in foreign countries. 

So many men Inside and outside of 
Congress are claiming the title of 
“spokesman for the farmers" that it 
is difficult to determine just what the 
agriculturists really want from Con- 
gress. Despite the hubbub raised by 
organized groups the conservative 
members of Congress representing 
both major parties feel that the rank 
and file of farmers are not interested 
in the numerous projects having their 
origin in the minds of self-const! tuted 
"spokesmen." Even the organizations 
are split into factions and present 
varying programs for legislative con- 
sideration. The organized farm groups 
know full well that their existence de- 
pends upon agitation and the result is 
confusion. 

Several advocates of farm relief in 
the Senate and House have threat- 
ened a filllbuster against all legisla- 
tion until a measure of benefit to agri- 
culture Is passed. It is doubtful that 
the party leaders would consent to 
such drastic methods without a fight. 
The equalization fee as provided in 
the McNary-Haugen bill, which was 
vetoed by President Coolidge, is a 
stumbling block for the farm groups. 

The organized farmers are not the 
only class to marshal their forces in 
Washington. The business organiza- 
tions have already launched a na- 
tion-wide campaigu for tax reductions 
and to prevent the extension of gov- 
ernmental control over private in- 
dustry. The public utilities are par- 
ticularly concerned over the effect of 
the so-called Walsh resolution, which 
would subject their affairs to govern- 
ment supervision. The power inter- 
ests are also alive to the danger of 
harmful legislation and are digging in 
for a hard water at the Capitol.

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EDITORIAL

Nine years ago the entire country 
rejoiced over the news that an armis- 
tice had been declared in the great 
world war and that our youth would 
no longer be called upon to make the 
“supreme sacrifice" for their country. 
During the past nine years there has 
been a gradual decline in thoughts 
and actions of that war until today we 
have no hesitation in saying that out- 
side those households which were 
made desolate by the war. hardly a 
person ever recalls the many inci- 
dents which took place during that 
titanic struggle. It is well, therefore, 
that the day should be recognized not 
only to remind those of us who took 
some part in the war, but more im- 
portant still, to let the younger gener- 
ation know something of the feeling 
engendered by that struggle and to re- 
alize its tremendous importance. 

The Massachusetts Club, of which 
Mr. William F. C.arcelon is president 
has 'been discussing a resolution pro- 
posed by Mr. Robert M. Washburn, 
urging both the major political par- 
ties to take a definite stand on the 
prohibitory law in state and national 
platforms next year. The Massachu- 
setts Club is the oldest Republican 
Club in the state and its memebrs are 
generally conservative and it is a safe 
guess that the club will probably take 
no definite action in the matter. It 
may be good politics to temporize on 
this important question but we firmly 
believe that a platform pledging the 
party to a strict enforcement of the 
prohibitory law, would be the safest 
in the end for the Republican party. 

The Woman’s National Committee 
for Law enforcement have asked that 
next Sunday be observed as a day of 
prayer as a moral and spiritual re- 
vival was never more needed than in 
certain parts of the country. That ap- 
peal should be answered by every one 
interested in the welfare of this na- 
tiob and should serve to remind every 
citizen that he or she has a direct 
paft in maintaining the constituton of 
our country and that if they fail to do 
their share lawlessness will certainly 
prevail. God save the Commonwealth 
of [Massachusetts from any such fate. 

The Newton Centre Woman’s Club 

is to be commended for its enterprise 
in planning for a thorough discussion 
of traffic problems by two experts in 
that question. There should be a 
wide interest taken in the open meet- 
ing of next Thursday evening at the 
Newton Centre Woman’s Club house 
to hear Mr. Edward Dana of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company and 
Mr. Fitz-Henry Smith. Jr., of the Bos- 
ton Traffic Advisory Committee. 

With our courts showing a tendency 
to. fine instead of giving a jail sen- 
tence for drunken driving, we wel- 
come the proposed plan of the insur- 
ance companies to refuse to insure 
automobile operators whose record 
fot violation of the automobile regu 
latlons is not satisfactory. There is 
no surer way to reach the violators of 
law than by some such agency and we 
art hopeful that the great menace of 
drunken driving may be curbed by 
this method of procedure.

ARTICLE No. 26 


Mason School 

The Newton Centre School Associa- 
tion held the first meeting of the year 
on Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 in 
the assembly hall of the Mason School. 
Mrs. Sloan, of the Children’s Library, 
gave a very interesting and Instructive 
talk on books for children. Mrs. Cro- 
nin gave an example to show what is 
being done ih the Story Hour at the 
library. The meeting was well attend- 
ed. A social hour followed. 


One of the puzzling questions of auc- 
tion is the proper lead to make, after 
the bidding is concluded and the final 
declaration is determined. The only 
way to get the best results is to study a 
good table of leads and follow the con- 
ventional rules. Usually it is easy to de- 
termine your proper lead when your 
partner has bid a suit, but even then, 
if you have four or more of his suit, you 
have to use good judgment as to the 
lead and should know the why and the 
wherefore. That this point is not clearly 
understood is shown by the following 
inquiry from one of our readers in 
Baltimore: “Several evenings ago dur- 
ing a bridge game the following situa- 
tion arose: I had bid two clubs and the 
opponent on my left had bid two dia- 
monds and won the bid. My partner 
had four clubs to the queen and his 
original lead was his low club. After the 
hand had been played L claimed that 
his original lead should have been the 
queen of clubs as this was my suit, and 
would enable me to place the honors in 
the other hands. He claimed that he 
was correct in leading his low club and 
referred me to your article on Opening 
I.eads. As I understand your discussion 
of opening leads, this lead of his was 
absolutely correct, but as no logical 
reason occurs to me for such a lead 1 
would appreciate very much if you 
would pive me your reason for prefer- 
ring this lead rather than the best card 
of the suit." The reason the fourth best 
lead is preferred to an honor lead, with 
four to an honor of your partner’s de- 
clared suit, is because it is usually more 
important to count the number of the 
suit held by [xirtucr than to know his 
highest honor and have to guess as to 
the number. With the lead ofthe fourth 
l>est you know at once by the rule of 
eleven where the high cards are located 
and if there is an honor in dummy, 
whether or not you should finesse. In 
that wav you can usually* “kill’’ an 
honor in dummy even with a fourth 
best lead and so obtain the same result 
as if the honor had been led. On the 
other hand, the lead of an honor ena- 
bles you to "kill" the honor in dummy 
but gives you no guide as to the num- 


ber of cards in your suit held by your 
partner or opponent, which in most 
hands is extremely important. For these 
reasons, the experts have preferred the 
low lead to the honor. Of course there 
are some cases where an honor lead will 
?ain a trick; but in the long run the 
fourth best is the winner, and winning 
auction is really a matter of beating 
averages. 

As a little test of your knowledge, 
think over the proper lead in the two 
following hands and compare results 
with the analysis that will be given in 
the next article.

He showed a number of ster 
eopticon slides made from these 
photographs, and told the Kiwanians 
many interesting facts about the fea 
thered creatures which are common to 
this clime. 

Mr. Floyd explained that the birds 
are not harmed by being caught dnd 
handled by experienced persons, and 
many of them apparently like being 
caught by their friends as they 
\peatodly enter the same traps. He 
stated that as a result of the knowl 
edge obtained by those engaged in 
the scientific study of birds, many 
species which have been accused of 
being destructive to crops, have been 
found to live for the most part 
harmful pests. The chief enemy of 
birds, according to Mr. Floyd, la the 
common house-cat, particularly cats 
which are allowed to roam about 
nights. Forest fires also take a heavy 
toll from birds. 

Seventy members were present at 
the meeting.

Newton Centre Woman’s Club 


Once more a Woman’s Club scores 
In planning a meeting that Is of com- 
munity-wide interest, and of especial 
appeal to the men, who ought to come 
out in great numbers to hear discus- 
sion of the Trafllc Problem of Boston 
and vicinity by experts on the subject. 
Surely with men and women driving 
their cars Into the business and shop- 
ping districts, and with the street car 
question meaning home or not each 
day they will be eager to hear of the 
conditions and, better still, of the cor- 
rective suggestions that will he given 
on next Thursday evening, November 
17, at 8 o’clock, by Mr. Edward Dana, 
president of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Co., and by Mr. Fltz-Henry 
Smith, Jr., chairman of the Boston 
Street Trafllc Advisory Committee in 
tile Newiton Centre Woman’s Club 
House. Questions will be answered 
by speakers. There Is no charge for 
admission. Mrs. Walter Hartstone, 
chairman of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, is to he congratulated upon ar- 
ranging this worthwhile meeting. 

Mrs. Hartstone well snys about this 
subject; The problem of street traf- 
fic and how to handle It effectively is 
one that becomes increasingly impor- 
tant with the growth of our cities and 
the growth or the number of motor 
vehicles. Because this problem so 
directly affects us In our life in the 
community, it is important that we 
learn something about the problem 
and the suggestions made for solving 
it. 

In the first place let us remember 
(hat the automobile industry is one of 
tremendous proportions. The indus- 
tries which are allied to automobile 
manufacture involve millions of dol- 
lars of investment and employ mil- 
lions of people. We must face the fact 
that the automobile has come to stay. 
We cannot legislate away the use of 
automobiles without destroying one of 
the greatest factors in the growth of 
prosperity of this country. Our prob- 
lem is not how to remove the autom- 
bile from our streets, in order to re- 
lieve congestion, but how to adjust 
our streets so that they will adequate- 
ly take care of increased trafllc for 
years to come. 

When our cities were built no one 
had in mind the use of streets for 
large numbers of vehicles. Hardly 
any city ia adapted by Its street struc- 
ture to the large use of motor cars 
and trucks. And so we have increas- 
ing congestion and its inconvenience 
and dangers. The remedy which has 
seemed simplest has been the restric- 
tion of parking — that is a help, not a 
solution. We must go deeper # than 
this. We must find ways and nveans 
of changing our street structure so 
that trafllc will be expedited. The au- 
tomobile has become an economic nec- 
essity. We must find a way Of pre- 
venting its destruction. 

Efforts are being made to regulate 
street traffic by means of traffic police 
and traffic signals. These are con- 
siderable help. But they do not go 
to the roots of the matter. How can 
we expect real relief from congestion 
when we pour thousands of cars Into 
streets which are narrow, crooked and 
u n co-ordinated? 

The major portion of the taxes re- 
ceived by the city of Boston comes 
from business establishments In 
downtown Boston. These business 
organizations need the automobile. To 
hamper business in Its use of this 
modern instrument for expediting 
transactions Is to kill the very source 
of our city’s prosperity and growth. 

In Boston several organizations, 
looking forward to the future, have 
tried hard to secure action on the part 
of the city and legislature for the 
widening of streets and for the crea- 
tion of new highways to equalize the 
load of street trafllc. We have had 
some Important street wldenings like 
Stuart Street, Tremont Street, Dock 
Square and others, but wo need new- 
er and bigger street projects if Bos- 
ton and its growing suburbs are not to 
be relegated to last place. 

It is the duty of every man and wom- 
an to get behind the big projects for 
traffic relief. We should realize that 
our prosperity us indviduals is close- 
ly tied up with tho development of 
business from which our Incomes are 
derived. 

It will he well for us to learn more 
about the conditions which produce 
congestion and the remedies that are 
proposed. Tho problem of traffic con- 
gestion is not a matter inorely for en- 
gineers and experts, It is a matter for 
every citizen: and as citizens learn 
to use their careful judgment in this 
matter so will we find the necessary 
relief. It is such help and co-opera- 
tive Interest and intelligent under- 
standing that will make the big task 
of tho Traffic Problem easier to ac- 
complish.

The fall meeting of the Newton Cen- 
tral Council was held on Thursday, 
Nov. 10. at 7:30 p. m., in the Bonner- 
Atwood Studio In Newtonville 

It was a get-together meeting for 
Council delegates and interested 
friends, and took the form of a Roll 
Call and Round Table Conference. 

Mrs. Palmer, President of the Coun- 
cil, presided. She spoke of certain 
Council activities In particular. One 
was the Community Calendar, an effort 
to prevent conflicts In dates between 
organizations planning events which 
affect a large number of people In the 
city of Newton. By telephoning the 
Council office nny organization can And 
out "dates ahead” planned by other 
organizations,* for meetings, entertain- 
ments. nr campaigns. 

Miss Peloubet, secretary of the Coun- 
cil, told how the Women’s Clubs and 
the Council are co-operating in rela- 
tion to volunteer service. Money, cars, 
gifts, are all needed, as are special 
talents and training, — but more than 
all. leadership and just friendly per- 
sonal Interest. 

The roll of the organizations in the 
various divisions of the Council was 
then called, each member organization 
responding either with "present,” or 
with a few words in regard to Its 
plans and problems. 

Mr. Ernest G. Hapgood, the new 
chairman of the Civic Division of the 
Council, was introduced by Mrs. 
Palmer. Mr. Gorham Harris of the 
Newtonvllle Improvement Association 
and Mr. G. Clement Colburn of the Ki- 
wanls Club said a few words. 

Dr. J. Mace Andress, chairman of 
the Health Division, gave a report on 
the pre-school clinics, held under the 
auspices of the Board of Health last 
spring for children about to enter 
school in the fall. These clinics were 
recommended by the Health Division 
of the Council. 

The Red Cross was represented by 
Mrs. Marcus Morton, who told of life 
saving work. accomplished and 
planned, and by Mrs. G. M. Angler, who 
aroused enthusiasm for the Roll Call. 

Mr Arthur Kendrick spoke for the 
Special Health Committee of the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau, saying that one 
use of the Christmas Seal money had 
been paying for physical examinations 
In the schools. He hoped that the city 
of Newton would be willing to finance 
this work in the near future. 

The All-Newton Music School an- 
nounced a concert of the Russian Sym- 
phony Choir to take place on Friday, 
January 13. Mrs. M. E. Seaver spoke 
for the Bowen School, stressing the 
need of a playground and assembly 
hall for the Bowen School district. 
Miss Butters of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau told of plans for more intelli- 
gent Christmas giving. Mrs. Cooper, 
president of the West Newton Com- 
munity Center, spoke of their plans 
and Mr. H. W. Bascom of those of the 
Y M. C. A. Miss Anne L. Leathers 
said that the Y. W. C. A. were making 
efforts to enlarge their work and carry 
it into the villages of Newton wherever 
needed. 

Mrs. Louis H. Marshall, chairman 
of the Welfare Division, then reported 
on the study of boy and girl life in 
Newton made under the auspices of 
her division. 

Mrs. Palmer Introduced Mr. Francis 
L. Bacon, assistant superintendent of 
schools, who gave a most significant 
report on the result of the study. Some 
of the phases covered by the study 
were: club life, truancy, and motor 
accidents to children 

Mr. James T. Dacey was then intro- 
duced by Mrs. Palmer as the clerk of 
a special committee appointed by the 
Welfare Division of the Council to

“In this 
play more than in any other he wrote 
in a mood of (unmaking. The theme 
is not so old as it might seem. There 
still are shrewish people and they 
might well be tamed in the same way 
with very ^ood effect. One o ( the fea- 
tures of tht play will be a large and 
colorful wedding march. There will 
also be a Morris dance. This is an 
old English dance which is performed 
on the green by the players."

Next Thursday morning the Newton 
high and the Brookline high football 
teams will meet on the Brookline grid- 
iron In their annual Thanksgiving 
Day battle. There are no closer rivals 
thnn these two schools In scholastic 
sports of any kind but the rivalry per- 
haps is a little more tense In the pop- 
ular fall sport than in other lines. 
Newton high has not gained a verdict 
over the Wealthy Towners for several 
years in fact it was in 1923 that the 
orange and black last waved above the 
maroon and blue. In 1924 the game 
ended In a scoreless tie while in 1925 
and 1926 Brookline was the winner by 
scores of 6 to 0 and 9 to 0. 

But this year local fans expect to 
seo Captain Romaine Cole’s eleven 
bring home the championship of the 
Suburban league which Incidentally Is 
at stake. Newton is at present lead- 
ing the league with a total of eight 
points gained in four victories, one of 
which is the technical victory gained 
through the forfeit of the Everett 
game.

The new 
Newton leader has developed a good 
team out of material which was some- 
what belokr the usual standard at the 
start of the season but which rose to 
its heights against Lawrence and 
held the Mill City outfit, potential 
state champions to a single touchdown. 

Newton will be the favorite in next 
Thursday’s game but Coach Sullivan 
expects the Brookline team to prove 
to be a worthy foe. In order that the 
orange and black eleven shall go into 
the game in the proper frame of mind 
and in the best of physical shape he is 
giving them just enough work to hold 
them at the peak of their form. The 
first of the week the squad was given 
two good workouts and on Wednesday 
was told to forget football for the af- 
ternoon. Yesterday a very light work- 
out was held and today is another day 
of leisure. Tomorrow the entire squad 
will accompany their coach to the Wal- 
t ham- Manchester game and watch oth- 
ers play. Next week will again be 
taken up in earnest on Monday and 
Tuesday with scrimmage practice of 
more or less intensity depending upon 
the attitude of the players ror such 
work while Wednesday will be devoted 
to the final touches of signal practice 
and method of play. 

Practically the entire squad Is in 
One physical shape due to the care 
given them by the trainer of the squad, 
Frank Simmons, of the staff in the de- 
partment of physical education. The 
starting lineup is practically certain 
to he the same that has started the 
last few games. Captain Romaine Cole 
will be at his usual position at right 
end. Vlneent Hamilton at right tackle, 
Frank Shea at right guard, Creighton 
Gatchell at centre, ‘Axle’’ Harrington 
ut left guard, Charles Robblee at left 
tackle and Everett Scheinfain, who 
will call the plays and signals, at left 
end will be in the forward line.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

William E. Pike, who installed the 
electrical equipment of the traffic sig- 
nals which have been placed at many 
street intersections in the Newtons, 
has had a long career In electrical 
work In all its branches. A native of 
this city, he has been an electrical 
contractor here for over 25 years and 
has kept pace with this rapidly ad- 
vancing industry. He has wired hun- 
dreds of buildings In the Newtons 
from small dwellings to large struc- 
tures. and his odd moments have been 
occupied repairing the ever-growing 
number of electrical appliances which 
are used for business and household 
purposes. Mr. Pike was a close friend 
of the late Louis Ross, who took ad- 
vantage of every Improvement in elec- 
trical devices and whose late home at 
Newtonvllle and office building at New- 
ton Corner are as excellently equipped 
electrically as any buildings In this 
state. 

The Columbia Automatic Traffic Sig- 
nal, which has been installed tempo- 
rarily at the intersection of Common- 
wealth avenue and Lexington street, 
Auburndale, is the first of its type to 
be placed in operation in this city. 
This signal was made by Albert Cole 
of this city and the electrical work 
was performed by William E. Pike of 
Newton. Mr. Cole was the maker of 
the fourteen flashing signals which 
have been performing so satisfactorily 
for a number of months at some of 
the most dangerous street intersec- 
tions in different parts of Newton, and 
Mr. Pike installed these signals. The 
efficiency of these traffic beacons has 
been proven by the fact that no acci- 
dents have occurred at the Intersec- 
tions where they have been installed, 
although collisions were of frequent 
occurrence at these places before. 


The signal booth at the intersection 

of Lexington street and Commonwealth 
avenue was originally intended to be 
occupied by a traffic officer who would 
operate a semaphore. It also was sup- 
posed to be mounted on a base 18 
inches high. Chief of Police Burke 
decided, however, to have the signal 
automatically operated. It is probable 
that a considerably smaller signal will 
be permanently located at Auburndale 
to be automatically operated, and that 
the booth will he removed to Nonan- 
turn square, Newton, where it will be 
mounted on a base and painted. There 
is no place In the city where better 
traffic regulating facilities are needed 
than at Nonantum square. For years 
there has been agitation for a tower 
to house the traffic officer there. When 
the city displayed no inclination to 
provide this much wanted guide to 
traffic at Newton Corner, business men 
around that section were willing to 
subscribe for a tower. On two occa- 
sions a subscription was started to 
raise money for the purchase of the 
tower, but because no location would 
be assigned for it owing to the park- 
ing of the Middlesex & Boston cars 
where the tower was proposed to be 
situated, the matter fell through. 

Chief Burke decided last year to 
place a tower at Nonantum square aft- 
er the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way discontinued using the easterly 
track us u terminal for its cars, thus 
affording a location for the traffic tow- 
er. The thousands who use the square 
and the business men at Newton Cor- 
ner expected to see the tower in posi- 
tion some months ago, but they are 
still hopefully waiting. There are few 
places In Greater Boston where there 
is a more complicated traffic situation 
than at Nonantum square. Between 
the foot truffle, the thousands of auto- 
mobiles upproachlng from several dif- 
ferent directions and crossing at vari- 
ous angles, and the use of the square 
by the cars of the Boston Elevated and 
tho Middlesex & Boston, the traffic 
officer on the job at this polut must be 
woll above the average In efficiency. 
This city and its citizens are fortunate 
In being served by such a man In th# 
person of Traffic Officer Ray Taffo. 
Taffe is u veteran of the World War 
and for .a number of years ho has 
handled the difficult assignment at 
Newton Corner In a manner thut has 
drawn praise from thoso who have ob- 
served his work. 

He has received little consideration 
in tlie respect of h&vtug been afforded 
protection from the weather. Summer 
and winter he has been exposed to the 
elements. Assuming that the long de- 
layed tower will within a couple of 
months be flnully placed at Nonantum

MARK FIRST POST OFFICE SITE 



The regular meeting of the Lucy 
Jackson Chapter, D. A. R., was held 
November 14. 1927, at which time the 
site of the first post office in Newton 
was marked. It stood on the grounds 
of the Perrin Memorial M. E. Church, 
Newton Lower Falls. The boulder 
which was placed weighs one and one- 
lialf tons and was taken from the river 
at the old Wales street bridge, which 
is located at the fording place in New- 
ton Lower Falls. It was put in place 
and marker set by Mr. Thomas F. 
Donahue. 

The first post office was established 
December 17, 1813. Amos Allen was 
the first postmaster. Mrs. Bakeman. 
chairman of the Committee on Preser- 
vation of Historic Spots, read a paper 
on the early days of the post office, aft- 
er which the marker was unveiled by 
Mr. Dennis Anderson, the present 
postmaster of Newton -Lower Falls. 
The dedicatory prayer was offered by 
Mr. E. J. Fairweather, followed by the 
singing of “America.” 

There is an incident in connection 
with this post office which is very in- 
teresting. Mrs. Thomas Wiswall, who 
lived opposite the present High School 
in Newtonville in 1814, went all the 
way to Newton Lower Falls to mall a 
letter to her husband. 

The members adjourned to the Chap- 
ter House, where Mrs. Corson, vice- 
regent, presided and opened the meet- 
ing with the salute to the flag. The 
businss meeting followed, after which 
a very interesting paper was given by 
Miss Annie Esther Jameson of the 
Colonel Loammi Baldwin Chapter of 
Woburn on “Early Hostesses of the 
White House,” following which a so- 
cial hour was enjoyed.

It will show In her 
voice and manner.

Impa- 
tiently you jiggle' the arm of the re- 
ceiver up and down, and when at last 
you hear "What number, please?" you 
answer in an exasperated tone, "Give 
me 4U67-M.” "Thank you," comes back 
over the wire in a pleasant voice, and 
you are a little ashamed of your Im- 
patience. You realize that at certain 
hours the operator has five calls at 
the same moment und there must be 
a brief delay. Your next call Is made 
in a decidedly milder tone, and vou 
add “please."

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 

Washington, November 16— Visitors 
at the White House find It difficult to 
find a clue from the President os to 
the contents of his annual message to 
Congress. Many of them discover that 
instead of going to the well and pump- 
ing information they have been very 
adroitly Interviewed as to their opin- 
ions on nntinnal and international is- 
sues. Of course the advantage is with 
the President In these conferences, as 
It Is not quite proper to interrogate 
the Chief Executive under his own 
roof. Even the Cabinet remains in 
the dark ils to the President’s aims 
and objectives. There Is no certainty 
that the President will accept their 
suggestions as to recommendations to 
Congress, Therefore, Cabinet mem- j 
hers do not usually know the contents 
of the President’s message until It is 
actually delivered to the Congress. 

The President has the privilege of 
sending his message to Congress or 
delivering It in person. It has been 
indicated at the White House that Mr. 
Coolidge will have the message read 
by reading clerks in the Senate and 
House this year. Secretary Hoover 
has been in conference with the Pres- 
ident and no doubt many of Iris sug- 
gestions as to flood relief, tariffs, and 
aeronautics will find their way Into 
the annual message. 

Aviation has achieved widespread 
popularity sincp Congress adjourned 
and more than passing interest will 
he manifested in the subject at this 
session. Many legislators who would 
not ordinarily acquaint themselves 
with aviation matters arc now giving 
special attention to the question of 
airports. Various communities realize 
that in a short time commercial fly- 
ing will he extended to all parts of the 
country and become a business propo- 
sition instead of a novelty. Many lo- 
calities are offering Tree airport sites 
and are endeavoring, in some In- 
stances, to have the government estab- 
lish stations in their vicinity. Hence, 
tlie unusual activity of congressmen. 

A number of Senators and Congress- 
men have been obliged to return to 
Washington before the Seventieth 
Congress convenes. They realize that 
in order to maintain their political 
fences they must obtain some patron- 
age. Of course, one of the most de- 
sirable sources of patronage, from a 
political standpoint .are appointments 
to high Federal offices. As a result 
Senators that are trekking to the 
White House are extolling the virtues 
of their candidates for governmental 
honors. There are vacancies in the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Federal Trade Commission which 
must be filled by appointment and con- 
firmed by the Senate. The diplomatic 
service offers opportunities for patron- 
age. Likewise, there are numerous 
minor posts carrying titles which are 
subject to the patronage call. 

It now seems a-ssurefi that legisla- 
tion dealing with flood relief will be 
expedited at * the next session. The 
disaster which overtook New England 
shows qu^te clearly that Hoods are im- 
partial in bringing ruin to various sec- 
tions. It Is a known fact that the East 
was more or less indifferent to the 
plans for flood control through legisla- 
tion, although generous In its sympa- 
thy and financial assistance during 
the time of the disaster. Now that 
the sectional bias has largely disap- 
peared, the political opportunists who 
were planning to capitalize on this 
legislation and grab off some "pork" 
such as- special appropriations for 
bridges, highways, etc., in their par- 
ticular localities will find themselves 
blocked. It is an old political trick to 
have a certain group vote for legisla- 
tion provided they can attach a "rider" 
to the bill which will give them polit- 
ical patronage in their community. 
So many states are affected by the 
flood relief that party lines anti sec- 
tional feeling undoubtedly will be 
wiped out when the legislation is be- 
fore Congress.

The American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company announces, effective 
December I. a further reduction in 
long distance toll rates between 
places more than 390 miles apart, 
which will bring about annual savings 
to long distance users estimated at 
$1,500,000. 

It is able to make this further cut 
in rates, It says, breause of economies 
resulting from Its recent extension of 
weatherproof toll cables, and from 
more general application of vacuum 
tube repeaters, loading coils, and oth- 
er devices for Improving transmission. 

The reduction will apply principally 
to day rates. To avoid congestion dur- 
ing the night, hours, long distance 
night rates (8:30 p. m. to 4:30 a. m.) 
will.be held approximately at their 
present levels, and long distance eve- 
ning rates (7 p. m. to 8:30 p. m.) will 
be about half way between the night 
rates and the new day rates. 

Under the p roposed schedule, pres- 
ent rates for short haul calls of less 
than 390 miles are not affected. Be- 
yond that, the longer the distance, the 
greater the reduction; and a call be- 
tween any two points in the United 
States can be made for $10 or less. 

The station to-station day rate be- 
tween Boston and San Fjancisco, for 
example, is reduced from $11.80 to 
$9.50. In this connection it is inter- 
esting to recall that when the Trans- 
continental line was opened in 1915 
the original Boston-San Francisco rate 
was $19.00. Other typical reductions 
on December 1 are Boston to Dallas 
from $6.85 to $5.75; Boston to Chicago 
from $3.95 to $3.50: and Boston-Cin- 
cinnati, $3.50 to $3.25. 

ANNUAL MEETING 

The Newton District Nursing Asso- 
ciation held its annual meeting at 12

A project to make Girl Scouting 
international in scope was introduced 
by Mrs. Arthur Osgood Choate, chair- 
man of the Juliette Low Memorial 
Committee, at the annual national con- 
vention of 1,800 Girl Scout leaders 
which was held at the Waldorf As- 
toria recently. A resolution was 
passed that a fund be raised in mem- 
ory of Juliette Low, founder of the 
Girl Scout movement in this country, 
o promote Girl Scouting and Girl 
guiding throughout the world as 
contribution toward world peace aud 
good will the fund to be administered 
oy the National Board of Directors of 
Hie Girl Scouts of which Mrs. Calvin 
Coolidge is honorary president, Dean- 
Emerita Sarah Louise 'Arnold, presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Herbert Hoover, first 
vice-president aud chairman of the 
Board of Directors. 

The resolution further reads: The 
intention of the Memorial Committee 
in offering this resolution is that 
should be the duty of the American 
.iuernutional Committee to suggest to 
the Board of Directors the purpose 
for which the interest on this fund 
shall be used each year or from time 
o time. Examples of uses which the 
Memorial Committee thought possible 
were: Helping the poorer countries 
to send delegates to international 
meetings or camps, helping countiies 
get captains by sending u representa- 
tive, possibly from the international 
council to speak before their women's 
colleges or other groups. Financing 
the exchange of visiting trainers from 
one country to another, and any other 
projects which might help the spread 
and effectiveness of Girl Scouting and 
Girl Guiding throughout the world. 
The Memorial Committee desire that 
this fund shall be so framed legally 
that it shall never become tied up 
to a dead issue.

"Once the only duty of a citizen was 
to know what to do and do It. Some- 
times it is easier to be an obedient 
citizen than an intelligent one. A ma- 
chine age has complicated our life and 
we must have laws to protect our chil- 
dren. There ought to bq, a campaign 
of education among our people as to 
the needs of children. Any piece of 
legislation must have a background 
of public support, and there Is no form 
of public opinion better than that pro- 
vided by the Women’s Clubs. 

“An advance In the required school 
age is needed. One to seven Is the 
ratio of school children to working 
children who are delinquent, showing 
that the school has a stabilizing Influ- 
ence on the child. We must have more 
part time schools for the working 
child. We spend $5,000,000 for educa- 
tion, and we ought to spend part of 
his sum for those children who haven’t 
had their chance. This will benefit 
tlie community as well.” 

In answer to questions, Dr. Smith 
said, "Family need is not the predom 
inating reason for the child’s leaving 
school, but the urge of the boy himself. 
It is the boy of 14 who wishes to run 
away, or in some way tree himself 
from restraint. In case the family Is 
needy, we have the Mother’s Aid up 
to $15. But it is possible to have the 
boy work part time while going to 
school, and so keep his self respect. 
Five hundred classes have been estab- 
lished for the child who can’t carry 
the regular school work, or needs 
training In other methods of education 
such as the ‘motor type,’ etc." 

The speaker on the Democratic plat- 
form, Mr. Charles H. McGlue, chair 
man of the State Democratic Commit- 
tee, who had promised to come, did not 
appear nor send any word. This was 
a great disappointment, as the State 
Federation always presents both sides 
of a question, and it was no fault of 
Mrs. Kimball’s that this was not done. 

Miss Martha N. Brooks, Wellesley 
1904. representative to the General 
Court from the 16th Essex district, 
spoke on “The Consent of the Gov- 
erned.” She said in part, — Those who 
govern derive their power from the 
consent of the governed. Then comes 
the question. How shall we express the 
consent of the governed? It is the 
work of the recess committee to study 
the election laws and how they may 
be revised. Miss Brooks then re- 
viewed the different election forms 
such as the old convention system, 
the direct primary, the pre-primary, 
the short ballot, etc. “Maine has voted 
to keep the primary," said Miss 
Brooks, "but in Massachusetts we are 
looking for a combination of the best 
in the convention and primary meth- 
ods. In any case, the final decision 
always rests with the people, and what- 
ever is decided must suit present day 
conditions. Let us take a positive 
stand and initiate legislation. Don’t 
take a passive attitude, for the respon- 
sibility is yours. No matter what form 
of government we have, everything de- 
pends upon the responsibility and in- 
terest of the Individual voter.” 

Club women of Newton who could 
not attend this Conference may find 
the above quotations of informative 
value and also may find they will be 
food for thought.

State chairman of Legislation. Hon. 
Eben S. Draper sppke on "The Plat 
form of the Republican Party.” Dr. 
Payson Smith, Commissioner of Edit 
cation, discussed "Legislation for Edu- 
cation,” and Miss Martha N. Brooks, 
Wellesley College 1904, Representative 
to the General Court, from Gloucester, 
spoke on "The Consent of the Gov 
erned." After the program tea was 
served by the hostesses of the Welles- 
ley Hills Club, Miss Edith Leach and 
Mrs. Harry M. Watts. The Legislative 
Committee of the Club. Mrs. James A 
Symonds, chairman, acted as ushers. 

Excerpts from the addresses follow, 
the remarks of Dr. Smith being espe 
chilly arousing to thought. 

Mr. Edmund R. Dewing, chairman 
of the Selectmen, in his greeting for 
the town, referred to the "slacker’ 
vote and emphasized the need of be- 
coming familiar with both sides of a 
legislative question before endorsing 
it. 

Hon. Eben S. Draper stressed the 
prosperity of the country under the 
Republican party, and the hard times 
which it suffered when the Democratic 
party was in power, due to the differ 
ence in tariff policy. 

Dr. Payson Smith stated that the 
great difficulty nowadays was to make 
people look beyond the present “put- 
Ing-the-house-in-order" made necessary 
by the war. Any matter of education 
al and social legislation, as. for exam- 
ple, the question of udvisers for girls 
In tho high schools, is hard to "put 
over,” he declared. "The opposers be 
fog the issue by saying that the move 
ment emanates from Washington and 
is another effort to federalize the state. 
They work upon the prejudices of the 
uninformed people, as does Muyor 
Thompson of Chicago. What connec 
tion is there between udyisers in high 
schools and educational legislation ut 
Washington?" 

Dr. Smith said he favored the Child 
Labor amendment, for if the govern 
ment can call the youth to war, thut 
youth is entitled to protection from 
that government. In that question, 
at least, there was much befogging 
of the issue. “We should compel the 
mun or woniun who cornea to us for 
our vote to show his or her hand and 
not confuse us by irrelevant state- 
ments,

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CONGRESSMAN LUCE ADDRESSES 
‘ KIWANIS CLUB ON FARM RELIEF 


He Also Discusses In Common-Sense Fashion, the Aboli- 
tion of the Corporation Tax 


Hon. Robert Luce of Waltham, Con- 
gressman from thlH district, addressed 
the Newton Klwanls Club at Its weekly 
meeting on Tuesday at the Woodland 
Golf Club. Tie was Introduced by 
President Clement Colburn of the club 
and was given a prolonged round of 
applause by the Klwanlans. 

Mr. Luce, In his address, dwelt on 
two important measures now being 
considered by Congress. The first Is 
the pet measure of the Congressman, 
one for which he has fought for years. 
He said, In part: 

"Of numerous important problems 
confronting Congress, promising the 
busiest and most interesting session 
In many years, two are outstanding — 
first, that of the revenue law, and sec- 
ondly that of farm relief. 

“Time would not permit me here to 
go over in detail all the tax changes 
proposed, but perhaps I will be par- 
doned for dwelling on one of them with 
some satisfaction. Four years ago I 
became impressed with the belief that 
the corporation tax law was working 
injustice to the smaller corporations 
and was militating against the public 
welfare. On inquiry I found that of 
nearly 100,000 corporations paying an 
income tax, about two-thirds paid less 
than 4% of the total. 

Mr. Luce told of having endeavored 
four years ago to have the House ‘of 
Representatives pass his bill to re- 
lieve small corporations from the bur- 
densome income tax they now must 
pay, but that while his bill met the 
favor of the members of the House 
Committee which considered it they 
felt they should have more definite 
information as to the effect on the 
revenue and by a point of order 
they succeeded in preventing a vote. 
By the way. the man who made the rul- 
ing, a presiding officer of much experi- 
ence. told me it was the closest point 
he ever had to decide. 

"When the bill reached the Senate, 
a proposal of like effect was made and 
prevailed, but it was lost in the confer- 
ence committee. 

"The harvest from the seed thus 
planted has taken nearly four years to 
approach maturity, which after all is 
not so long for a legislative proposal 
to mature, on the average. Of course 
it has ripened by winning the support 
of various men in position to help, 
among them Senator Walsh of this 
State. A fortnight ago a Washington 
dispatch reported that one of the eight 
bills he was drafting to introduce in 
the coming session, which he placed 
foremost in the list, was to accomplish 
this very purpose, and he invited rec- 
ommendations as to how to do the 
thing. Secretary Mellon would seem 
to have responded adequately. The 
Senator was in 1924 a member of the 
Committee on Finance, wh\fh handles 
the Revenue Bill, and if his interest 
was then awakened as a result of the 
amendment offered in the House, so 
much the better. All help is welcome." 

Congressman Luce handled the mat- 
ter of “Farm Relief” without gloves. 
On this proposition will, to a large de- 
gree, be based the next Presidential 
fight. Two possible candidates, Dawes 
and Lowden, have been quoted as be- 
ing favorable to this scheme. It af- 
fects politics because the farm popula 
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tlon has always been an Important 
factor and lias had big influence. The 
proposed “Farm Relief” has bad no 
parallel in the world. It will lead to 
new conflicts, and threatens the eco- 
nomic and industrial life of New Eng- 
land. 

Mr. Luce explained "that before the 
World War, farmers were on the sanu» 
basis as most other classes, as regards 
profits. But, during the war, despite 
the fact that manufacturers and busi- 
ness men were supposed by many to 
have enjoyed greatest economic gains, 
it was the farmers who were the big- 
gest profiteers, according to statistics 
compiled by the agriculturists them- 
selves. Farm lands In the big agricul- 
tural States of the mid-west and north- 
west took tremendous jumps in value. 
Thousands of men, seeing the enor- 
mous profits being made, migrated 
from the cities to these States, paid 
high figures for land, and started to 
reap the profits then accruing to the 
farmers.” 

“When the war ended, and millions 
of Europeans returned to their farms, 
the agricultural boom in this country 
collapsed: the producers of wheat, 
corn and cotton, who had been waxing 
rich, found themselves facing overpro- 
duction, and big mortgages on lands 
bought at excessive prices. Then, these 
victims of their own folly turned to 
others for relief, and demand that 
those engaged In other occupations be 
taxed to assure them against loss.” 

The West, according to Mr. Luce, 
holds that there are no farmers east, 
of Pittsburg, or north of Washington. 
Those who till the soil in New Eng- 
land are regarded merely as truck 
gardeners. The "Farm Relief” bill 
Is not Intended to benefit the ordinary 
farmer. It Is only for the benefit of 
those who raise the staples, such as 
wheat, corn, cotton, and tobacco. The 
latter product was included to catch 
votes from Kentucky, and tobacco 
growers along the Connecticut Valley 
are the only agriculturists in New 
England who might possibly be in- 
cluded among the beneficiaries of the 
bill. 

The McNary-Haugen hill for “Farm 
Relief” proposes that those raising the 
staples just mentioned, may send what- 
ever surplus which cannot be sold In 
this country to foreign countries. The 
products sent abroad are to be sold 
at the best prices obtainable, no mat- 
ter how low, and this country will 
then subsidize the producers of wheat, 
corn, cotton and tobacco so that what- 
ever loss they meet in their foreign 
sales, will be made up from the “Farm 
Relief” funds. “This scheme," said 
Mr. Luce, “Is the tariff upside down.” 
Instead of corresponding to the tariff, 
as contended by Its adherents, Farm 
Relief Is absolutely the reverse of the 
tariff. "The tariff," said Mr. Luce, “is 
to enable American manufacturers to 
meet foreign competition in their 
home market. Farm relief is to en- 
able farmers to meet foreign competi- 
tion in the foreign markets. It pro- 
poses to have American wheat, corn, 
flour and cotton sold much cheaper to 
foreigners than to Americans, thus al- 
lowing workers in foreign countries 
to live cheaper than our own workers, 
and gain a great advantage.” 

"A ‘sure thing’ guaranteed by the 
government, would be very blissful,” 
said Mr. Luce. “Worse yet, if profit, 
is assured to one class of producers, 
in fairness it ought to be assured to 
all other classes. If the farmer Is to 
be guaranteed against loss when no- 
body wants to buy all he produces, 
then the shoemaker should be likewise 
guaranteed if change of fashion makes 
his shoes unsaleable, and so with the 
weaver of textiles, the maker of watch- 
es, and everybody else who produces 
things of any sort. This means legis- 
lative pandemonium and economic dis- 
aster.” 

“Assurances against losses were 
never guaranteed by the tariff," stated 
Mr. Luce. Ho told of conversing two 
years ago with a member of Congress 
from one of the western States, an 
able legislator. This Congressman ad- 
mitted to him that “Farm Relief” is 
a pernicious measure that will only 
result adversely to the nation and the 
farmers themselves in the long run, 
but, because the influential farmers, 
bankers and merchants of his district 


DR. CHARLES R. BARKER HERE 

In Four Addresses at The Newton High School on Monday He Makes a Deep Impres- 
sion on Pupils and Parents Alike 


The glowing advance notices given 
of the abilities of Dr. Charles E. Bar- 
ker were quite inadequate to describe 
the impression which Dr. Barker made 
in his four addresses here on Monday at 
the Newton High School. In the morn- 
ing he held the close attention of 
large audiences of both hoys and girls, 
in the afternoon he spoke to mothers 
with telling effect and in the evening, 
following a brief talk at the dinner 
of the Newton Rotary Club held in the 
High School luncheon, he spoke for 
over an hour to an audience which 
filled the auditorium to its capacity. 

Dr. Barker is no ordinary speaker 
but Is alivo every moment of the time 
he is speaking. He paces the platform, 
emphasizing his words with forceful 
gestures and illustrating his theme 
with pertinent stories. 

The High School band under the 
direction of Mr. Charles Spaulding 
gave a good program of music before 
Dr. Barker spoke. 

Dr. Cecil W. Clark, president of the 
Newton Rotary Club, under whose aus- 
pices Dr. Barker came to Newton, pre- 
sided and first introduced Mr. Fran- 
cis L. Bacon, who briefly outlined some 
of the results obtained in a recent sur- 
vey of boy and girl life In Newton. 

In Introducing Dr. Charles E. Bar- 
ker, a prominent member of the Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, Rotary Club, Presi- 
dent “Cecil” spoke of his extraordinary 
service to his fellow-men and the ap- 
plication of the Rotary motto, “Serv- 
ice Above Self” in his daily life. He 
has studied boys and girls for thirteen 
years and is an authority which can 
safely be quoted. 

in opening Dr. Barker spoke of the 
pleasant memories he had of his last 
visit to our city eleven years ago and 
narrated several stories that contained 
much humor. 

The great debt which all children 
owe to their mothers and which often 
goes unrecognized was the first fea- 
ture of his address. He held up as a 
model the great devotion between 
Abraham Lincoln and his mother for 
twelve short years. Nancy Hanks 
with great foresight built the founda- 
tion of Lincoln’s character by teach- 
ing him to read and incidentally weav- 
ing into his sensitive mind the truths 
of the Bible. How many mothers of 
today will spare a few minutes of their 
precious time to see that their child 
is not coming into contact, with com- 
panions or books, which ure going to 
undermine him both spiritually and 
physically. The biggest job which 
any man and woman can undertake 
is that of Motherhood and Fatherhood. 
This job cannot be met in a haphazard 
way. It must be and can be met in 


demanded this thing, he would vote 
for it to prevent his political ruin. 

Mr. Luce deprecated the sympathy 
extended to those clamoring for "Farm 
Relief.” He called attention to the 
rapid trend from rural to urban life 
which has been taking place In this 
country for the past generation. 
In 1870, four-fifths of this coun- 
try’s population was making a liv- 
ing from agricultural pursuits. Ac- 
cording to the last census, but 30% 
of the people of the United States 
were engaged In agriculture: today 
not over 25% are thus occupied. He 
argued that since millions have been, 
and are being expended to teach farm- 
ers to produce bigger crops by tm 
proved knowledge and methods, since 
modern machinery enables a few men 
to do the work of many men and 
horses, it Is inevitable that fewer can 
make a living from the soil. He con- 
tinued, "If farmers do not like that 
life, they can leave it. If they prefer 
to live 'In cities, let them.” 

In conclusion he said, “The most 
serious menace of the proposed legis- 
lation lies in its aspect as a demand 
of part of the people for benefit at the 
expense of the whole. The movement 
for it is essentially selfish. It is a 
vivid illustration of the tendency of 
the times. In our commercial, our 
industrial, our economic, our political 
relations organized greed is our great- 
est danger. Against it ought to be 
arrayed all the forces of altruism that 
society can command. Favor should 
not be given by law to any one sec- 
tion or any one group. It is the com 
mon welfare, the welfare of each other, 
that should be kept at the front."

A duty of Mothers ..nd Fathers, not 
only to their own children, but to the 
entire community is that they should 
attend some place of religious wor- 
ship every Sunday, flftv-two times a 
year. It matters not what the re- 
ligious conviction is as long as a con- 
necting link between the Church and 
the Community is held fast because 
religion is a vital par* of human life 
and without churches cities cannot 
thrive. 

One of the greatest responsibilities 
of a parent Is to teach a child the 
meaning of obedience —to mind the 
first time it is spoken to. It is an 
understood fact that a pendulum 
swings so far and then swings back 
again. The past generation has been 
charged with extreme severity of dis- 
cipline and for this generation the 
pendulum has swung to the other ex- 
treme. Dr. Barker’s definition of law- 
lessness is "lawlessness is a habit of 
the mind usually contracted in child- 
hood.” Unless a child when he has 
first shown the tendencies toward 
breaking the rules that should govern 
his behavior is corrected, a possible 
criminal Is in the making. 

To be “on the job” the parents should 
always answer their children’s ques- 
tions truthfully and tactfully so that 
they will not go elsewhere to find the 
answers which many times might give 
them wrong impressions of life. 

It is the parents’ place to explain 
to a growing child the things which 
every child has a right to know about 
his sex life. The word “sex” has been 
tman-handlcd and woman-handled and 
has iu the past been something to talk 
of under one’s breath The average 
child’s interest and the questioning 
age usually starts between five and 
six and the query "Where did I come 
from” is often asked of the father or 
mother at this time. The parents in 
the past have acknowledged the fact 
that most of them did not know what 
to say or how to say it. Many thought- 
to-be satisfying answers such as "The 
stork brought you" or "The postman 
left you on the doorstep” were told 
the youngster, but in a few years the 
growing boy or girl would find other 
answers, probably told in a vulgar 
fashion that might cause much damage 
that could not be repaired. 

In explaining this question to a 
child Dr. Barker told of two examples 
to give in approaching the main ex- 
planation. The first was that of the 
flower. He described the "Mother" 
and "Father” parts, not with dia- 
grams, but simply with only his two 
hands, as though talking with a child 
and so a child could understand the 
way in which pollen is made into a 
baby seed and then drops Into the 
earth to grow into a flower. The 
other instance was that of the birds, 
of the mating in the South, the coming 
to the North, the building of the nest 
and then the Mother bird laying the 
eggs and sitting on them for many 
days to keep them warm. In each 
egg the baby bird is forming, first a 
head then body, legs, feet, wings and 
finally the bill — when this is finished 
the wee bird starts peeking its shell 
until It is broken and its first peep 
of the world is seen. All this time 
the Father bird is watching and ear- 


ing for the Mother until the baby 
birds are old enough to fly. 

These examples are excellent ways 
in which to adjust the child’s mind 
for what is to follow. In explaining 
the real question he told it simply but 
intelligibly — how a tiny seed was 
planted under the Mother’s heart, the 
slowly forming of his head, body, legs 
and arms and the long time it took to 
complete this wonderful work. After 
many months he began to move his 
arms and legs until one day. he just 
pushed himself right out of his 
mother’s body. 

A boy or girl given an explanation 
similar to this Is started right and 
it has been proved that the begin- 
nings many time help to make or mar 
the endings. In closing his thought 
Dr. Barker said “Does it pay?” 

The harmful practice of petting par- 
ties that goes on all over the country 
today is one that should be consid- 
ered for It Is of vital importance and 
the serious mishaps that often result 
in this familiarity are many times 
more numerous and occur more often 
than many people know. 

The closing paragraph of the speak- 
er’s talk was as follows: "This is the 
first time I have had so many boys 
and girls out at night with their 
parents. If this adress has been in- 
teresting it has been your attention 
that has largely helped to make it so, 
I don’t know when I have enjoyed 
speaking to men and women as I have 
tonight. If you have not enjoyed this 
address, you are the best bunch of 
actors I have ever seen.” 

At the close of the lecture Dr. Bar- 
ker asked all who were interested in 
receiving copies of two of his lectures 
to leave their order with the ushers 
and over 1500 copies were so ordered

ANNOUNCE CHANGE IN GAS RATES 
TO TAKE EFFECTJANUARY FIRST 

Important Action Taken by the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company Affecting Consumers 


The new rates which the Boston 
Consolidated Gas Company has 
announced will be put into effect on 
January 1st are of Interest to the 
great majority as persons In those 
places served by this corporation. 
There will he a fixed charge to each 
customer of $1.00 per month, and for 
periods less than a month this charge 
will be pro-rated at 3c per diem. The 
running charge to ordinary customers 
will be 90c gross per 1000 cubic feet, 
and a net price of 85c will be given 
to whose who pay their bills within 10 
days of date of billing. 

The rate now charged Is $1.20 per 
thousand cubic feet, with a minimum 
charge of $6.00 per year to those cus- 
tomers who use less than 5000 cubic 
feet of gas during any one year. The 
new service charge and rates will in- 
crease the cost of gas to those using 
less on the average, than 2800 cubic 
feet monthly, and will decrease the cost 
to those using more than this amount. 
About one-third of the more than 250,- 
000 customers of the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company will pay consider- 
ably less on their gas bills, about one- 
third of the customers will find their 
bills to average about the same as at 
present, the difference amounting to 
not more than twenty-five cents, under 
or over the amounts they have been 
paying each month, and one-third of 
the customers of the company will pay 
between twenty-five and seventy-nine 
cents a month more on their bills. 

The Gas Company statees that 72% 
of its customers are carried at a loss; 
according to figures tabulated by the 
company, it costs $1.16 a month to fur- 
nish service to a customer. Persons 
using gas to any extent for cooking 
or heating, have been, so the Gas Com- 
pany contends, carrying along those 
who use gas merely as an emergency 
or convenience fuel. And. the Gas Com- 
pany also asserts that those who use 
but little gas. are not. for the larger 
part, persons of humble means, but 
customers who dwell in comfortable 
homes and expensive apartment build- 
ings. In one of the most magnificent 
apartment houses in Greater Boston, 
are 83 customers who use on the aver- 
age less than 825 cubic feet of gas per 
month. 

The Gas Company is frank in admit- 
ting that it hopes to sell more gas 
under the new rates. It wants to in- 
crease the sale of gas as a regular fuel 
for heating and cooking purposes. It 
contends that gas. at S5c per thousand 
cubic feet, will be the cheapest fuel, 
and that the greater use of gas will, 
to a large degree, eliminate the smoke 
nuisance. If the sale of gas, under the 
new rates, does not appreciably in- 
crease. the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company will receive no greater in- 
come. or profits, than at present, as 
the change in rates will not increase 
the receipts on the amount of gas now 
being sold. 

Among the reasons advanced by the 
Gas Company to justify the change in 
rates and the establishment of a ser- 
vice charge are — the fact that on other 
public utilities, such as water and the 
telephone, a service charge is levied, 
and that this method is becoming 
more used. It is now in operation 
by 516 gas companies in 43 of the 
states. The number of companies 
which have changed to this method, 
nearly doubled last year. Among the 
places in Massachusetts where it has 
been put into operation are Amesbury. 
Amherst. Athol. Gardner. Spencer. Re- 
vere and Worcester. Other places in 
the state, such as Lowell and Brock- 
ton. charge a high rate for the first 
hundred cubic feet of gas used, which 
is in effect, a service charge. 

To customers who use a large 
amount of gas for domestic purposes, 
the company proDoses a special rate 
of 60c per thousand cubic feet. Where 
this rate is given, a larger service 
charge will also be imposed. 

Those who are opposed to the pro- 
posed new rates, contend that it Is 
planned to make the small consumer 
pay more to benefit the large con- 
sumer. and that unless those who use 
but little gas. will use considerably 
more, their bills will be nearly 


doubled. They contend that many 
housewives prefer to use coal for 
cooking rather than gas. and with 
most houses using electricity for Il- 
luminating purposes, unless many 
families will change to the use of gas 
exclusively for cooking, or to its use 
for heating purposes, they will not re- 
quire any more gas than they now use.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

Sunday we walked through Boyd 
Park. A number of youths, about 10 
or 17 yours of ago, wore preparing to 
indulge In a football game. Most of 
thorn hnd uniforms; a fow had not. 
The playing field was quite muddy. We 
would liked to have seen the players 
In that game after It had been in 
progress for a while. Particularly 
those who played without being equip- 
ped with uniforms. 

The football field at Boyd park Is 
not of regulation width. This park 
Is located where Boyd Pond stood un- 
til It was drained about 25 yenrs ago. 
Through the pnrk, on the west side 
runs Laundry Brook, thtf largest and 
longest brook in this city. This brook 
starts near what was formerly known 
as Alcoek’s Swamp at Newton High- 
lands. In the pioneer days of Now- 
ton. it ran unrestricted to the Charles 
River, emptying into that stream a 
short distance above where the Galen 
street bridge stands at Watertown. 
The settlors of Newton named the 
brook, “Smelt Brook,” because thou- 
sands of fishes of this species were 
caught In the brook each year as they 
swam up from the salt water at 
spawning time. During the Colonial 
days a dike was erected to dam the 
waters of Smelt Brook to create a 
mill pond, forming the body of water 
later known as Bullough’s Pond. Mill 
street, one of the oldest highways in 
this community, was so named because 
t led to the mill from one of the 
main roads of the town; the road now 
called Centre street. Later other dikes 
were built along the course of Smelt 
Brook, one just over the Watertown 
line, the resultant pond becoming 
known as Boyd’s Pond, and the third 
dike having been built n short distance 
south of the Charles River created 
what became known as Morse’s and la- 
ter Howard’s Pond. The milj of the 
Colonial period at Bullough’s Pond, 
was n grist mill, where the old in- 
habitants brought their grain to be 
ground. The water from Boyd’s Pond 
turned the wheel that furnished power 
to a silk mill conducted by Isnac Far- 
well. Later this mill was bought by 
| Thomas Dalby for the manufacture of 
underwear. It Is still used for this 
purpose, but long ago steam power re- 
placed the old water wheel. The wa- 
ter from Howard’s Pond furnished 
power for a small machine shop, la- 
ter used as a needle factory. 

The dike which made Boyd’s Pond 
was built In 1870, simultaneously with 
j the erection of Farwell’s silk mill. In 
♦ he early 90’s of the last century, when 
Dalby’s mill hnd ceased depending to 
much extent on the waters of Boyd’s 
Pond, agitation started for the drain- 
ing of this small body of water. Sev- 
eral children hnd been drowned In It. 
It was a breeding place for mosquitos 
and It had become a convenient dump 
for rubbish and a depository for de- 
funct cats, dogs and poultry. So, yield- 
ing to demands, the city purchased the 
pond, drained It. and dignified it with 
the name of Boyd Parle. A consider- 
able amount of filling was placed in 
the area and It was made Into a play- 
ground, one of the first in this city. 
An Interesting feature In connection 
with Boyd Park is— that much of It Is 
located over the Watertown line, al- 
though It is the property of the City of 
Newton. 

iyie course of the brook running 
through Boyd Park was deepened, and 
in Winters the park was flooded to af- 
ford skating facilities. For some 
years there has been agitation to 
have the brook covered. It Is a source 
of danger to the many small children 
in the neighborhood which is now 
thickly settled,. The brook Is not at- 
tractive In appearnnee, and 
the brook is not attractive and it 
causes the playground to he much 
smaller In area than If the stream 
were covered. Many years ago. a num- 
ber of the larger brooks in Newton 
were made more presentable by being 
cleaned, dredged and bordered by slop 
ing banks. Along some of these brooks 
streets were constructed, suc h as Jack- 
son and Albemarle roads. Later per- 
sons owning property abutting those 
brooks which had been improved by 
, the method just referred to, petitioned 
j to have these brooks covered. The 
| open brooks, lined with grassy bunks, 

| have ceased to be popular In Newton. 

! “Smelt Brook," now known as Latin- 
I dry Brook, has been covered for much 
, >f its length. It 1 h proposed to cover 
| that part of It which bounds Jackson 
; road and Boyd park. But when this 
will he done, is a question. With the 
many demands on the finances of the , 
•Ity for new schools, fire alarm signal '• 
system, and other needed improve- 
ments, many things which are wanted 
by citizens have been postponed. The 
lesire of the residents in the neighbor- 
hood near Boyd park, that the brook 
• here bo covered. This improvement 
may have to be delayed somewhat, but 
he entrance to the '‘pnrk’’ from (tard- 
ier street, should be improved as soon 
is possible. The recent heavy rains 
have made a gully of this entrance. As 
toon as money Is available, a concrete 
walk or steps should replace the pres- 
ent gravel approach. 



It is doubtful is any one thinks of 
Newton as a mining district, yet Iron 
ore was at one time dug in consider- 
able quantities not far from where the 
new city hall will be built in the near, 
or far distant, future. This ore was 
found In the bogs south of Bullough’s 
Pond, and It wuh carted to the found- 
ries at Easton, South Boston, and 
other places. The foundry at Easton, 
a century ugo, when Iron was carried 
there from Newton, used the mineral 
mostly for the making of agricultural 
implements.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 

Washington, November 22 While It 
Is customary for Jokosmlths to make 
Congress the butt of their humor, few 
realize that there nre a grpup of spe 
e.lallsts employed by Congress to put 
a check to costly and harmful errors. 
In recent years It lias been found 
neccHury to establish a legislative 
drafting bureau at the Capitol for the 
purpose of drafting bills which are 
presented to Congress by the Individ- 
ual legislators. These specialists do 
the work of research and drafting and 
usually serve as editors and censors of 
congressmen’s ideas. In many In- 
stances congressmen who sponsor 
legislation are given credit by the un- 
informed public for their knowledge of 
lawmaking that In renllty belongs to 
the specialists In the legislative draft- 
ing bureau. 

Inquiry shows that there nre a num- 
ber of Congressmen and Senators 
who nre reluctant In utilizing the ser- 
vices of drafting experts. They feel 
that their position entitles them to 
draft their own bills and they are 
qualified by training to handle all mat- 
ters dealing with constitutional and 
statutory law, diction, etc. Quito fre- 
quently they learn the error of their 
way when committees considering 
their bills refer to the experts despite 
the claims of the sponsors that their 
measures are letter perfect and fool- 
proof. Court test as to the legality of 
Congressional acts sometimes dis- 
closes the fact that many legislative 
measures are Inconsistent, unintelligi- 
ble and loosely worded. Another item 
considered Is that bills nre occasional- 
ly too hastily drawn resulting In In- 
terpretations by administration offici- 
als directly at variance with the In- 
tent of Congress. It is obvious that 
the legislative drafting bureau has a 
real responsibility, especlaly in these 
days when every Incoming legislator 
proposes to introduce a multitude of 
bills. 

Newcomers to the Senate and House 
aro frequently disappointed at the In- 
difference of the legislative leaders. 
The incoming members feel that the 
established leaders have no apprecia- 
tion of their Importance. They come 
to Washington loudly demanding 
places on major committees because 
they feel that they are so especially 
qualified to handle problems of nation- 
al importance. The Committee on 
Committees of the majority and mi- 
nority parties catalogue the pompous 
individuals and take some of the 
“wind out of their sails” by placing 
them on unimportant committees, 
such as the Disposition of Useless Pa- 
pers in Executive Departments, which 
is nothing more or less than passing 
on clerks putting government paper in- 
to the waste baskets. 

Senators and House leaders are en- 
deavoring to glean a clue as to the 
President’s recommendations for the 
next Congress. The speech before the 
Union League Club In Philadephia 
last week covered several factors of 
his program, such as an endorsement 
to cut taxes amounting to $225,000,000; 
a greater air foreg for the military 
and naval establishments, and the de- 


velopment of commercial aviation. 
Incidentally, Mr. Coolldge has indica- 
ted that he favors Federal aid for 
highway construction amounting to 
$75,000,000 annually. The west and 
middle west are greatly Interested in 
the farm relief features of his measure 
but he gave no definite hint In his 
Philadelphia address. 

The form of government for the 
Philippines is a subject of concern for 
the administration. There are sev- 
eral schools of thought, some advo- 
cating supremacy for the civil gov- 
ernment. others for a military rule, 
and still another group for self-gov- 
ernment. Feeling exists here that the 
present administration will not favor 
relinquishing American control over 
the Philippines for some years. The 


politicians are watching with Interest 
the appointment of a Governor Gen- 
eral for the Philippines to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood. 

There are four committees of Con- 
gress in session prior to the opening 
of the session. The House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means is consider- 
ing proposals of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and organized groups of tax- 
payers as to reductions in income and 
corporation tax rates. The special 
committee studying flood control has 
received recommendations from a 
number of committees representing 
the communities along the Mississippi 
River. They will also give attention 
to the New England situation. The 
House Committee on Accounts has 


been conducting hearings relative to 
readjustments of positions and sal- 
aries in the Federal service. 

It no*v seems that the proposals for 
reapportionment of representation in 
Congress based upon the census re- 
turns will be put over until the elec- 
tions. The enactment of this legisla- 
tion will change the political complex- 
ion of the House considerably and pro- 
voke controversy. Speaker Long- 
worth and others are inclined to pass 
it up in the absence of popular de- 
mand for reforms. The proposal to 
change the date for the Congress to 
convene in order to eliminate the 
"lame ducks” or defeat legislators 
from participating in legislative mat- 
ters after their rejection at the polls 
i will probably share the same fate.

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EDITORIAL 

Wo are in hearty accord with the 
movement to levy a gasolene tax in 
this Commonwealth, although we are 
strongly opposed to the suggestion that 
part of that tax should be apportioned 
to the various cities and towns In the 
state. Our opposition is based on the 
fact that if this action is taken, the 
various municipalities will reduce their 
local budget for road construction to 
that extent and that, so far as exten- 
sion of good roads is involved, no ma- 
terial gain will have been made. If it 
was possible to make this apportion- 
ment augment the local budget, we 
should have no objection to leaving it 
to local authorities to determine where 
it should be expended. But we do not 
believe this possible and much prefer 
to have all the money raised by the 
tax to be expended by the Public 
.Works Department of the State. 

The Newton Rotary Club performed 
a real service to this city in calling 
Dr. Charles E. Barker to Newton. Mr. 
Bacon, director of secondary educa- 
tion in this city, stated that last Mon- 
day was the most notable day in all 
the history of the Newton High School. 
Dr. Barker’s addresses to high school 
students and to parents were unusual 
both in treatment and substance, and 
cannot help being a power for good 
in the future relations of parents and 
children. We need more of the same 
kind of sensible talk on the same lines 
taken by Dr. Barker.

Appius Claudius Care u s, who up- 
poured In history In .'112 B. U., will 
culled hy one Gerinun historian the 
boldest Innovator in Konmn history. 
By low the tenure of office of u censor 
wns limited to eighteen months, hut 
Appius Claudius seemed so much the 
superior of nil other men of his nge 
Unit lie wns censor for five years and 
he curried through, despite frnntlc op- 
position from the conservatives, a law 
to bring new blood Into the governing 
classes. 

The aristocracy was Jealous of its 
prerogatives and nuide birth the essen- 
tial to a senatorial career, but Appius 
Clnudlus broke down the admission 
requirements. He put Into the senate 
the names of many plebeians who had 
recently attained wealth and even free 
men of distinction who were not espe- 
cially prosperous. 

Probably the greatest contribution 
to Roman progress was Ids building of 
two great public works on a scale that 
Rome had never known. They were 
the famous Appinn way, the great 
road thnt led from Rome to Capua, 
and the vast aqueduct to bring water 
to the city. Few tourists who visit 
Home have failed to drive out upon 
the historic Appinn way or hnve failed 
to catch sight of the tremendous ruins 
of the once mighty aqueduct that 
strikes across the Campagna. — Kansas 
City Star. 

Painted Rocks Record 

Where Indians Played 

“Pointed Rocks," in the Rio Grande 
national forest, record the recreation 
activities of Indians. 

Many moons before the white man 
Invaded thnt part of Colorado the for- 
est was the favorite play and hunting 
grounds of the Imlinns. Here they 
held their nnnunl games In connection 
with their hunts. 

The forest is rich In Colorado his- 
tory. Spaniards traversed the moun- 
tains more than 200 yenrs ago; Fre- 
mont forced ids way through, and 
ruins of his fortifications still are vis- 
ible nt Wngon Wheel gap. Adventur- 
ers, trappers and prospectors thronged 
the country, and old-timers will relate 
scores of thrilling stories to the auto 
tourist. 

Tlie forest itself contains more than 
1,000,000 acres nnd the granite back 
of 'the continental divide has jugged 
peaks and vast canyons as it bends 
and twists for 125 miles. 


Ships and Tonnage 

Tonnage of a ship refers not to Its 
weight, as is often supposed, but to its 
carrying capacity. The term origi- 
nated in the time of King Henry VII 
of England, who introduced one of the 
first navigation nets of its kind in 
which tiie importation of Bordenux 
wine in any vessels except those 
owned by the lieges was forbidden. 

The liquor was carried in huge bar- 
rels called tuns, and, since then, the 
cargo capacity of a ship has been 
measured by tunnage or tonnage, the 
modern term. In connection with war 
vessels, however, the word refers to 
the weight of water they displace, or 
their displacement tonnage, the com- 
mon way of describing the weight of 
other ships.

Tlie last lines of "The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” were written in a row- 
boat by Francis Scott Key and were 
not penned in tlie hold of u prison 
ship ns the old 8ch«*ol Imoks taught. 

Legendary hlstoty was that Key 
was a prisoner of war while watching 
the British bombardment of Baltimore 
and Fort McHenry during the war of 
1812. The correct story has been 
brought to light hy the Woman’s 
Home Companion, which shows that 
Key was permitted to go to the Brit- 
ish fiugship under a truce signal to 
obtain tlie release of u friend who had 
been taken prisoner, nnd arrived Just 
as tlie enemy was ready to ojK*n fire. 

Tlie young poet developed Ills verses 
during the anxiety of tlie night, hut 
it was while returning to shore in u 
small boat the following morning that 
he wrote exultantly *”Tis the Stur- 
Spangled Banner. (Mi! long may it 
wave o’er the land of the free and tlie 
home of the brave."

Mrs. Francis Williams, of the New- 
ton Hospital Aid, gave a brief sketch 
of the work of the organization for the 
Newton Hospital and told of the suc- 
cess of the Benefit Shop conducted hy 
it. She made It clear that the results 
are far more widespread than the 
general idea of the shop would Indi- 
cate. She says that they can always 
use more helpers In the shop. Mrs. 
Ellis Spear, Jr., Legislative Chairman, 
asked the very serious consideration 
of the members of the question which 
will he discussed and acted upon at 
the February meeting of the State Fed- 
eration. The old policy of the endorse- 
ment of hills before the Legislature hy 
the Federation was abandoned for a 
so-called educational program for club 
women tn Massachusetts. Whether or 
not to return to the previous method 
is the question. Mrs. John Kimball, 
State chairman of Legislation, spoke 
very frankly of the sincere difference 
of opinion on this subject hy the 
women of tho State Federation who 
are most conversant with legislative 
matters and methods. She urged all 
Club presidents to discuss this ques- 
tion with their respective Clubs and 
to lie sure that the delegates to the 
mid-winter meeting know the wish of 
their Clubs and he able to vote intelli- 
gently when it comes up for action. 

All women of Newton are urged to 
go to the polls at the next city election, 
as it was stated the records show that 
they have been neglecting that duty 
most deplorably for the last few years.

fixed upon the purent so that he Is es 
sentially parasitic in his Inner emo- 
tional cravings and cannot maintain 
normal relationships in business, so- 
cial contacts or later family life If 
be ever attempts to establish a home 
of his own.— From “Social Problems 
of the Family” by Prof. Ernest It.

Famous Brigade'TI cl 

Served “Lost Cause” 

Two reasons are given for the nam- 
ing of the Orphan brigade of the Con- 
federate army. Kentucky tried to he 
neutral when the Civil war broke out, 
but neutrality was violated and many 
Kentuckians decided to fight for the 
South. The famous Cntnp Boone was 
formed near the Kentucky line, a few 
miles nortli of Clarksville, Tenn. Fifty 
companies from 84 counties In Ken- 
tucky enlisted. These composed the 
larger part of the First Kentucky, bet- 
ter known ns the Orphan brigade. 

One of the reasons why this com- 
mand was called the Orphan brigade 
was because so many commanders 
were lost, either by reason of promo- 
tion or by death on the battlefield, 
says a contributor to the Pathfinder 
Mngnzine. Another is that the mem- 
bers were away from Kentucky during 
nearly all the time of their service 
and so cut olT from communication 
with friends or family. 


Meal Time in China 

The Chinese consider the stomnch 
the source of intellectual life, and 
therefore the fattest nmn goes for 
the wisest oue. They affect to be- 
lieve that foreigners come to Chinn 
to ent because they have not enough 
to eat at home. It is considered a 
mark of refined politeness to treat a 
guest or n visitor to a meal at any 
time of the day. For the most part 
only those who have families take 
their meals at home; the rest eat at 
hotels. They usually have two sub 
stuntial meals a day — one an hour 
after getting up in the morning, the 
other between three and four o’clock 
In the afternoon. The well-to-do class 
take three or four meats a day. often 
the father alone eats meat, while the 
rest of ilii* family have to he satis 
tied with lice.

A beautiful new mission chapel Is 
being constructed at Wuhan for tho 
Catholic parish of Mary Immaculate of 
Lourdes at Newton Upper Falls, of 
which Rev. Fr. Dennis II. Donovan is 
roctor, and il Is expected to ho com- 
pleted and ready for. use by Feb. 1. 

The building will he one of tho most 
artistic and distinctive of Newton 
churches. The type of architecture Is 
English Country Gothic. A name for 
I he church has not yet been chosen. 

Good progress has been made by the 
contractors handling the construction. 
The exterior work, with the exception 
of the roof, Is largely completed. 
Much, however, still remains to be 
done lu the interior. 

Approximately cost of the structure 
will be $75,000. 

Establishing of a mission in Wuhan 
was made advisable by the continued 
growth of Rev. Fr. Donovan’s parish, 
which numbers many Wuhan commu- 
nicants. 

The church is ideally situated at the 
corner of Beacon ami Chestnut streets, 
Wuhan. The topography of the ground 
lias been taken Into account in the 
design of the building, so that the up- 
per church is easily approached from 
the level of the street. 

The building is of brick, and is of 
ample dimensions with gables of half 
timber and plaster work, with a high- 
pitched. variegated slate roof. 

The upper church will accommodate 
about 800 people, and there is u base- 
ment auditorium seating about 700. 

The church proper ims an ample 
sanctuary, minor transepts, a baptiste- 
ry. choir gallery, and a vestry of good 
size on the street side of the sanctu- 
ary. The roof will be finished in hard 
wood with open trusses encased. These 
trusses are supported by a series of 
eight arches on either side of the 
church, separating the nave front the 
side aisles. 

The church windows are of English 
Cathedral and antique glass arranged 
with symbolic treatment. The Stations 
of the Cross are uniquely placed over 
the piers in the main nave of the 
church. 

The lighting, which 1ms had special 
study, is to be arranged with three 
dominant chandeliers hung from the 
high point of the wooden ceiling; these 
throw light throughout the seating 
portion. The sanctuary has the usual 
lighting back of the arch, throwing a 
flood-light on the altar. 

The sanctuary will be arranged with 
a marble wainscot and au imported 
marble altar composed of rich Sienna 
and 1st r inn marbles, with some pre- 
cious marble inlays. Some Brescia 
marble will he used. Marble will like- 
wise he employed in construction of 
the baptistery. 

The pews, the confessionals, the 
vestment cases, the wood wainscot to 
the height of the window sills, and the 
other interior finish, is all to be built 
of white oak, presenting a most pleas- 
ing interior. 

Edward T. P. Graham of Boston is 
tiie architect. 

Affairs of the Wuhan church will he 
administered by Rev. Fr. Donovan in 
connection with the Upper Falls par- 
ish. Details of the consecration of the 
church are not yet available, much de- 
pending upon the date of its comple- 
tion. There is a possibility that it 
may be ready before February 1. 

In the Spring the lot will be at- 
tractively landscaped

ASKS FOR BETTER TRAFFIC 
CONDITIONS ON BOYLSTON 
STREET 


Alderman Bail at the meeting of 
• he Board last night suggested that 
the Traffic Committee take up the 
matter of bettering traffic conditions 
on Boylston street, from Woodward 
street at Newton Highlands to the 
Brookline line at Chestnut Hill.

The latter part of 
Boylston street, between Woodward 
street, Newton Highlands, and Chest- 
nut Hill, has been, for the most part, 
improved, so that now it can be used 
by automobiles. 

Mr. Bail suggested that because of 
the fact that the north roadway is 
narrow, and that traffic on Boylston 
street is rapidly increasing, that the 
Traffic Committee take steps to make 
lie south roadway a one-way street 
lor traffic going east from Woodward 
• root, and that the north roadway 
b'* made one-way for traffic going 
west from Chestnut Hill to Wood- 
ward street.

The hospital has been the happy re- 
cipient of several gifts during the past 
few days.

Another gift was one of $50 from 
a New York man whose wife was a 
patient at the hospital during her last 
illness. This Is the second year that 
he made his gift, as a memorial to his 
wife, the direction being that the 
money shall be used for some worthy 
woman patient. Another gift that 
means happiness to many patients 
was one of 300 glasses of jelly from 
the Newtonvllle Women’s Club. 

One of the children in the hospital 
who found that he would have to stay 
over Thanksgiving was worried until 
he found that there would be turkey 
for dinner at the hospital on Thanks- 
giving Day. 

Last week the nruses gave a beneflt 
bridge party at the Nurses’ Home the 
proceeds of which are to he used in 
meeting the expense of publishing the 
school paper, "The Scultetus.” The 
Misses Mooers. MacKendrick and Dear- 
born made up the committee In charge 
of the party. 

Last Sunday Mr. Yu of the Newton 
Theological Seminary was the speak- 
er at the rtreside service at the Nurses’ 
Home and told the nurses something 
of the past of China and her hopes in 
the future, from the standpoint of a 
Chinese gentleman. 

Among the accidents treated at the 
hospital last week were two fractured 
skulls, one that of a child of four, due 
to an automobile accident, and the 
other that of a man who fell down 
stairs and who lived only a short time 
after beiug received at the hospital.

PRES. HARRIMAN OF 
POWER CO. RESIGNS 

Mr. Henry I. Harriman who has 
been president of the New England 
Power Company since its organization 
a year ago. has retired to become 
vice-chairman of t lie board and a 
member of the executive committee. 
The 11 companies owned in entirety 
by the New England Power Associa- 
tion have a total property value of 
more than $200,000,000, and an output 
in excess of 1,000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours a year. They serve more than 
250 cities and towns with an aggre- 
gate population of 2,500,000. 

Mr. Harriman, the retiring presi- 
dent, was one of the pioneers in pub- 
lic utility development in this part or 
the country. He organized the New 
England Power Company, in associa- 
tion with Malcolm G. Chace of Provi- 
dence, and Messrs. Baker, Ay ling and 
Young of the banking firm of Raker, 
Young & Co., and was prominent in 
the organization of the other compan- 
ies which now make up the associa- 
tion. 

The constituent parts of the asso- 
ciation now are: The New England 
Power Company, which owns eight 
hydro plants and two storage reser- 
voirs on the Deerfield river in Massa- 
chusetts and Vermont, and a steam 
plant at Uxbridge: the Connecticut 
River Power Company of New Hamp- 
shire. which owns the station at Ver- 
non, Vt., with lines and sub-stations; 
the Rhode Island Power Transmission 
Company; the Rhode Island Public 
Service Company, a holding company 
which controls the Narragansett Elec- j 
trie Lighting Company and the United 
Electric Railways Company; the Bel- 
lows Falls Power Company and sub- 
sidiaries, which owns valuable water 
power rights on the Connecticut river, 
now in process of re-development; the 
Grafton County Electric Light & Pow- 
er Company-Hartford Water Com- 
pany, operating in White River Junc- 
tion and surrounding towns; the Law- 
rence Gas & Electric Company of 
Lawrence; the Webster & South- 
bridge Gas & Electric Company, oper- 
ating in a number of Massachusetts 
towns in the southern end of Wor- 
cester county. 

When Mr. Harriman became chief 
executive of the company which built 
the station at Vernon, Vt., the total 
generating capacity of the concern 
was 20,000 horse-power. When he 
stepped out the association which he 
had developed had a total generating 
capacity of 550,000 horse-power. 


Trace Wedding Cake 

to Old Roman Custom 

Tin* wedding cake Is believed to l>e 
the survival of an old Roman practice 
when the bride and groom not only 
ate together as a sign of their kinship 
and mutual love, hut feasted the 
guests as well. At this time It was 
good etiquette to break the cake over 
the bride’s head ns a sign of plenti- 
ful ness. In the marriage ceremonies 
of the early Anglo-Saxons huge bas- 
kets of dry crackers were employed. 
After the feast each guest took a 
cracker home with him nnd the re- 
mainder was distributed to the poor 
"Later It became the custom for the 
guests themselves to bring to the wed- 
ding small, richly spiced buns, which 
were plied In one huge mound on the 
tnble. It was a common occurrence 
for the bride and groom to attempt to 
kiss ench other over this mound, and 
If they succeeded they were nssured 
lifelong prosperity." It Is said the 
wedding enke of today Is due to the 
genius of a French cook, who, while 
traveling In England, observed the In- 
convenience of stneking hundreds oi 
these small cakes In a mound nnd con- 
ceived the Idea of cementing the 
mound Into a single huge cake with 
icing. At the wedding feast It wns 
the duty of the newly married man 
to wait on Ids bride at the table, 
whence came the name bridegroom- 
signifying one who serves the bride. 


Mother Ants Employ 

Babies as Needles 

"A baby that you sew with, a baby 
tliufs needle nnd thread — child labor 
with a vengeance, eh?” 

The naturalist closed a hook by a 
brother-naturalist, Glenwood Clark. 

“Glen wood Clark tells all about It 
here," he said. "The baby 1 refer to 
is an ant, not a human being. In the 
chrysalis or baby form this ant se- 
cretes a silk, nnd with that silk its 
mother sews the leaves together to 
make the unt nest, using the baby It- 
self as a needle, mind you. 

"The ant nest is built on u twig 
rutiier high up in u tree. The leaves 
that form It are held together by 
one group of ants, while another group 
— mothers armed with their babies — 
docs the sewing. 

"They bold their babies in their 
claws. They press the tiny hcad9 
against a place where two leaf-edges 
join. The heads deposit on the leaves 
their cobwebby silk, and then they 
are moved across the leaf joint, needle 
fashion, back and forth, nnd as they 
move they make a thread. 

"In this manner, thanks to the 
needle-and-thrend babies, the uuts’ 
nest is soon ready."

Newton has lost a woman of very 
rare character and ability in the death 
of Miss Mary Bassett who passed away 
on Sunday, November 20th, at her 
home, 264 Centre street.

American Bar Asso- 
ciation, American Academy of Polit- 
ical and Social Science. Bostonian So- 
ciety. Vermont Association of Boston, 
Appalachian Club, Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, New England Lord’s 
Day League, National Economic 
League and other organizations. He 
wns one of the organizers, and for 
over 30 years a director of the New 
England Chinese Mission. He was an 
organizer and past president of the 
Boston Young Men's Baptist Social 
Union and he was prominently identi- 
fied with the Old Peoples’ Home at 
Cambridge and the Frances E. Wil- 
lard Settlement. He had been an ac- 
tive worker in Baptist circles in Bos- 
ton. 

He is survived by his widow, Helen 
Osborne Gary, a sister. Dr. Clara E. 
Gary of Boston, and a nephew. Dr. W. 
H. Gary of Allston. His funeral ser- 
vices were held on Sunday afternoon 
and were conducted by Rev. Edward 
T. Sullivan, D.D., assisted by Rev. 
Nathan E. Wood, D.D., former presi 
dent of Newton Theological Institu- 
tion. The Lotus Quartette sang fav- 
orite hymns of the deceased.

F. Miller of Newton Centre. Albion D. 
Wilde of Canton, Frank Gaylord Cook 
of Cambridge, Edward R. Kimball of 
Newton Centre, Carroll Dempsey of 
Dorchester.
